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But there were falſe Prophets alſo;among the people, even as there ſhall 
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| hereſies, even denying the Lord that bought them, and bring upon 
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wayes, by reaſon of whom the way of Truth ſhall be evil ſpoken of. 
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they thus begat liere their ſeQts of Samotheans Magicianr,(Infſo 
much as the Perſians have been thought co have borrowed their 
word magi from: hencee ) Sarronides, Druides,Bardites or Bardi- 
ans: and theſe kinds of ſes were propagated amonglt us, till 
the preaching of Frgatizs, and Damianuz, in the time of King 
Lycivs : and then they began thus to be aboliſhed, and put to 
flight. What ? two Preachers _ down ſo many ſets of Magi- 
cians? What a ſhame and miſery were it now, if one Society 
of Artiſts ſhould ſet up themſelves to pull down ſo many prea- 
chers of the Goſpel? Philip de Cominees, ſpeaking of fooliſh 
fantaſticall prophecies, ſaith, The Er.g/iſhmer are never unfur- 
niſhe of ſuch,from the cabalifticall diſpoſing, and expounding 
of certain letters. What would he have faid, if he had ſeen his 
own Frenchman tranſlated amongſt us? Again, he ſaith, The 
Exgliſh attribute much to prophecies and vaticinations : and 
alwaies are weak, when they treat of hard matters,toproduce 
ſome ſuch kind of thing» Which,for all his reputed ſobriety, 
we cannot but take for a calumny. Who doe unanimouſly pro» 
feſſe ( againſt all Aferlinicall arrogators, prorogators, derogas 
tors) that weare of the mind of William of Newhorough; that 
ſharply inveighed againſt Geffray ap Arthur, for adventuring to 
divulge under the name of authentique prophecies, the deceic- 
full conjeRures, and foredeemings of one Aerline a Wizzard ; 
and adding thereunto a great deale of his own, And doe herein 
" approve of the Corncell of Trent, for inhibiting the publication 
of Merlines books. Although we take them to be (as ſome of 
their own ſaid of them ) like the Aftrologers,who to fave their 
Phenomens, fram'd to their conceit, Eccentretes, and Epicyder, 
anda wonderfull engine of orbs, though no ſuch things were, 
&c. We alſo doe commend the many wholſome Laws, impe- 
riall and municipall,among Chriſtians and Heathens, that have 
been juſtly enaRted againſt them. And doe adviſe them not to 
make {light of the Eccleſiaſtical] penances;however not to neg» 
le true repentance. Otherwiſe we could wiſh that our owne 
Scatute-laws were but duly executed upon the ſeverall kinds of 
them. And thcn ſhould we have the Magaſtromancers poſed 
and puzzel'd indeed,that is, not onely confuted, but confoun- 
ded.

wicked as they will without controul. In the mean while 
the uncurb'dLicentiouſnes of many evil men,and blaſphemous 
heretical Seducers through the Nation, makes many honeſt 
chriſtians now lock upon the preſent times as il] boding times, - 
who a few years ago were raiſed in their expeCtations, to ſee 
better dayes then any age ever produced, fince the time that 
our Savior Chrilt and his Apoſtles were living on earth. But to / 
add no more to this purpoſe,1 will only put you 1n mind,what 
uſe every Chriſtian that reads or hears this or ſuch like relati- 
ons of the crying Evils of theſe preſent times,ought to make of 
them.

cy of the Pope and his Conclave , Yon, accordin; to the fancy of 
Fox, and thoſe oth:rs that have delud:d you, 07 according to 
Jour oWn imaginations , or rather , you worſhip not the Lord at 
all, having caſt off all bis Ordinances without exception , your 
woule loatheth that light Bread. Beſtdes your Spirits are more 
impetuous,e your prafliſes & Tenets as nay more deſirufive 
to bumane Soctetie, and civill Peace and Government, then 
thoſe of the Jefuites Proſelytes: or are you one jot leſſe ( ifnot 
more) Antichriſti ms then they: Your way al/o leads to Ran- 
ting . andif the Lord. in mercy do not reclaim you, it is eaſie 
to predift, that before af. months or yeares be gone over, you 
will be aſcendedto that heizht and precipice of Impiety.

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Ard for your Speakers,if ever there did ariſe falſe Prophets & Sedu- 
cers, ſence Chriits time,and ſince the Apoltles fell aſkeep,as they have 
fold us in their Sacred Writings, that there ſhould, ejpectaliy in the lait 
Ages of the World; I do as verily believe, and know them to be ſuch, 
4s if they were marked in the Forehead ; jo exaAly do they anſwer the 
CharaBers and PrediFions of holy Scripture concerning this ſort of 
men. And your ſelves may taſsly dijcern them to be ſuch by their 
Fruits; viz. by their Blaſphenties, by their danmable Hereſres, by 
their lying DoFrines,by their profeſſed diſobedience to Feſus Christ, in 
caſting off all bis Ordinances, and teaching others to do jo alſo, by 
their reſiſting the Truth,as Jannes, and Jambres did Moles,by their 
Diabolicall Trances and Raptures, by their Superſt:tions, nnholy Faſt< 
ings, by their railing Langnage,by their ſpeaking great ſwelling words 
of vanity, their boaſting of PerfefFion, and Voices, and Revelations, 
and immediate Inſpirations ſrom the Spirit, by their will Worſhip, 
by their ——— immodeſt unhumane Incivilitics,and Impuden- 
cies, by their bearing witneſſe to thexuſelves, as that woman Jezebell 
did,Revel. 2,20. who called her ſelfe a Propheteſſe; by their creeping 
into houſes, and their ſucce(ſe in their SedutFions, in ſubverting whole 
houſes, and overtbrowing the faith of ſo many, and drawing them to 
follow their pernicious waies, 

It hath been ordinary with the Divell in all Ages of the Chuch, eſe 
pecially when he fancies or feares a time of Reformation approaching, 
becauſe he cannot abide the light of the Truth,to excite men that make 
ſom proſcſſzon of religion as his Agewts, & tolend them his aſſiſtance, 
in ſtirring up Tummlts, to hinder the ſucceſſe and propagation thereof,

Beare with we yet alittle, and I will tell you plainly what is our 
duty in reſpef of theſe Deluders. It is the duty of all Chriſts faith- 
fill Miniſters, who are ſet for the defence of the Goſpell, to contend 
earneſt!y for the faith againſt them, I metn not by carnall, but by thoſe 

Jpi- 
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Spirituall Weapons of our Warfare , which ars wighty through 
God to the pulling down of ſtrong holds. It is their duty to endea« 
vour to ſiop the months of theſe Gain-ſagers from the word of Truth, 
and to warn and exhort all men to avoid them as ravenons Wolves, 
as the very Peſts of the places where they are, or come. And for all 
that deſire to appeare before the Judgment Seat of Jeſs Chriſt with 
comfort , and your ſelves, it is your duty to beware of th:m, to turn 
away from them, to with-draw from their Society, and have no con- 
mon familiarity with thent. Heare to this purpoſe the Command of 
the Lord in his holy word, Math, 7. 15, Beware of falſe Prophets, 
Matth. 24. 24, 25, 26. There ſhall ariſe falſe Chriſts and falſe 
Prophets, and ſhall ſhew great Signesand Wonders, infomuch 
that ( if it were poſſible) they ſhall deccive the very Elect. Be- 
hold It ave told you beforc, wherefore it they ſhould ſay unto 
you, behold he is in the Deſart, go not forth, behold he is in the 
ſecret Chambers, believe it not. Ro2. 16. verſe 17. Now I be- 
ſeech you Brethren mark them which cauſe Diviſions and Of- 
fenſes, contrary to the Doctrine which yee have learned, and 
avoid them. 2 1heſ. 3. 6. Now we command you Brethren 1n 
the Name of our Lord Jefus Chriſt, that you with-draw your 
ſelves from every Brother that walketh diſorderly, and not 
after the Tradition. which he receivedof us. 2 Tim. 3. 5. 6. 
From ſuch turn away, cf this fort are they that creep into 
howſes and lead Captive filly women, &*c. 2 Joh. verſe, 10, 
t1, If there comeany unto you, and bring not this Doctrine, 
receive himnot into your houſe, neither bid him God-ſpeed. 
For he that biddeth him God-ſpeed, 1s partaker of his evill 
Deeds. Except you obey theſe Commands of the Lord Jeſus, yeu will 
not, you cannot be his Diſcip'es. O repent therefore of your fo rmer 
diſobedience to him, and jour revoltings and wandrings ſrom him, 
who is the Biſhop and Shepheard of Soules, Return to embrace that

of Satan to God, you may receive an Inheritance among thoſe

declared. 

Theſe men, together with ſome others ( who being afteRors of 
novelties in Religion more then Verity, were quickly made their 
Proſelytes ) have powerfully ſeduced multitudes of people in theſe 
parts | a the Truth, and true worſhip of God, to imbrace their 
Dottrines of Nevills, and follow their pernicious wayes. 

This ſort of people are vulgarly, and not unaptly, diftingujſhed 
from others by the name of 2#akers, the reaſon of which Appel- 
lation I ſhall ſhew you hereafter. 

Now to the end it may be as apparent as the day, that the Guides 
of this Se&, notwithſtanding their faire pretenſions of an imme- 


diatecall, and extraordinary Miſſion, and the great Opinion their 
B deluded 
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deluded followers have conceived of them, are not the ſervants of 
the Lo:d Jeſus, bur in very deed the Enufſaries and Miniſters of Sa. 
tan, and that their way is not the good old way, the way of God, 
but as contrary to it as darkneſle to the light. I ſhall take ſome 
paines to acquaint my Reader ,

Of the horrid Blaſphemies of the Quakers againſt God and his 
Chriſ7. 

George Fox, the Father of the Quilkers of theſe parts, hath a- 
vowed himſelte over and over, to be equall with God; being ask- 
ed by Doctor Har/al, in the preſence of Maſter Sawrs , Colo- 
nell Tell, and Colonell ef, Juſtices of the Peace in the County 
of Lancaſhire , at a private Seſſions in the Towne of Lancaſter , 
whether or no he was equall with God, as he had before that time 
beene heard to affirme : his anſwer was this, 7 am equall with 
Ged. 

This Blaſphemy hath been atteſted upon Oath by the foreſayd 
DoRor IHarſrall, and Mafter Altam, Schoolmaſter of Lancaſter, 
before the Juſtices at the laſt Seſſions, held at Applcby, January the 
$.. 1652. and before Judge P»/e/os at the laſt Aſlizes held at Lan- 
caſter, March the 18. 1652. 

This Fox, in a Booke intituled Sauls Errand to Damaſcus, en- 
deavours to purge himſelfe of this and other ſuch curſed ſpeeches 
Jayd to his charge, bur he doth it ſo woodenly and ambiguouſly, 
that if there wanted ſufficient witneſſes, his ovne bungling anſwers 
would to a rationall man, declare him guilty. 

And well may he afhrme himſelfe to be equa!l with God , when 
be in the foreſayd Booke, Page eight, Line nine and ten, layes 
downe this blaſphemous Propoſition indefinitely. Hee that hath 
the 


US 


the 4a Spirit that raiſed wp feſns Chriſt from the dead, is equall with 
God. 

The ſaid Fox hath alſo avowed himſelfe to be the Chriſt, yea, to be 
the way,the Truth, & the life. George Bicke'r, Iſaac Bourne witneſſeth. 

At the laſt Aftiſes above-mentioned at Lancaſter, Mr. Sawre, a 
Juſtice of the Peace in that County, and an honeſt Gentleman, told 
Judge Px/eſton in the open Court, that he could produce many 
would witneſſe, that Fox had affirmed himſelfe to be the Chriſt. 
The fame alſo he ſaid in the hearing of an honeſt Minifter in ze/f- 
merland, who will be ready to atteſt it when called to it. 

This Fox hath alſo profeſſed himſelfe to be the Judge of the 
World. George Bickett, «Adam Sands, N athaniel «Atkinſon wit- 
_ Yea, the Eternall Judge of the World : George Bickert wit- 
nefleth. 

fames Nailer, another of Satans Nuntioes, and principall ſpokeſ(- 
man in theſe parts, affirmeth that he was as holy, juſt, and good, as 
God himſelf.This was, { heare, atteſted at Kexaal by two witneſles. 
There is a man of good Repute, an Inhabitant of Vxderbarrow, in 
the Barany of Kendal, who ſayeth, many heard this Blaſphemy be- 
ſides himſelfe ; but he thinks, being all followers of this Nailer, and 
Fox,they will be unwilling to teſtifie ir. 

ames Milner, one of Foxes Diſciples, in the County of Law 
caſhire, profeſſed himſelfe to be God, and Chriſt. Thomas Shaw, 
Gerard Shaw, George Inman witneſles.This mans Advocate, I mean 
that Pamphleteer, that took the pains to put forth, and procure the 
printing of that Book, called Sax/s Errar:t to Damaſcus, or he that 
undertook to anſwer in his behalfe, to Salve this his execrable Blaſ- 
phemy, agd ſome wretched Prophefies which are already turned in- 
to lyes, Math minted chis miſerable Excuſe. As for James Ailner 
( faith he ) though his minddid run out from his condition, and 
from minding that Light of God which is in him, whereby the world 
takes occaſionto ſpeak againſt the Truth, and many Friends ftum- 
ble at it, yet there is a pure Seed in him. 

It ſeemsif a man beof their way, though a Blaſphemer and falſe 
Prophet, by their. own confeſſion, yet with them he 1s excuſable. 

One williamſons Wife, a Diſciple of Miners, when ſhe came to 
ſee him at Appleby , ſaid in the hearing of divers there ( whoſe 
names might be here inſerted, if it was needfull ) that ſhe was the 
Erernall Son of God ; And when the men that heard her, told = 
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that ſhe was a woman, and therefore could not be the Son of Godz 

She ſaid, no, you are women, but I ama man. Theſe laſt words I 

inſert, that the Reader may fee how ſtrongly the Spirits of ſome of 

theſe people are tranſported, and how ready they are to affirm any 
thing how ever impious, or abſurd.

Itherto of their Blaſphemies. Now for the DoErines which 
: the Leaders of this Se& have avouched and taught; and the 
Principles they have inſtilled into their credulous Adhzrents : They 
are.ſome of them Errours of the firſt Magnitude, Fundamentall Er- 
rours. Others of them, though of a leſſer ſize in their own nature, 
yet the underſtanding Reader will cenſure them to be ſuch as ten4 
ro the diſturbance of the Civill Peace, as well as that of the Church, 
Others of them again are ſuch light ſtuff, as ſhewes. them to be meer 
triflers in Religion. 

I ſhall heare mention ſuch of their Errours onely, asI can bring 
ſufficient proofe for ; either from thoſe that have been Ear-witnel- 
ſes, and are well acquainted with their way, or from their own prin- 
ted Books, which are owned and admired by their Diſciples. 

I. They hold that the holy Scripture, the Writings of the Pro» 
phets,”*Evangeliſts, and Apoſtles are not the word of God, and that 
there is no written word of God : But they ſay, uſing a fooliſh 
diſtin&tion of their own coining, that they are a declaration of the 
word onely in thoſe that gave the faith. 

2.. They hold their own ſpeakings are a declaration of the word 
[ Chriſt ] in them, thereby making them, though they for the 
moſt part full of impiety, and non-ſenſe, to be of equal! Authority 
with the holy Scriptures. 

3. They hold that no Expoſition ought to be given of the holy 
Scripture, and that all expounding of Scripture is an adding to it ; 
and that God willadd-to ſuch a one all the plagues written in that 
Book. Opening, and applying the Scripture, is one thing they main- 
ly declaim againſt, where ever they come. 

4. They teach poor people, that whoſoever takes a text of Scrip- 
ture and. makes a Sermon of, ,or from, isa Conjurer, and that his 
preaching, is Conjuration. 
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Fex in his printed anſwer to this ( Sauls Errant ) Pape 7. ſaith 
thus; e4 that ſtudy to raiſe a living thing ont of a arad, to raiſe the 
Spirit out of the letter, are Conjurers, and dra\y Puints, and Reaſons, 
and ſo ſpeak a divination of their own brain ; they are Conjurers and Di- 
viners, and their tear tine is from Conjurration, nhich is wot [p: ken from 
the month of the Lord, and the Lerd is againſt all ſuch, and who are of 
Ged are againſt all ſuch: for their Dottrixe d:th net pre fit the people 
at all, for it ſtands not in the ( cunt! of. God, but it is a DeSrine of the 
Devill, and draWes people frum Go i. 

5 They affirm that the Letter of the Scripture is carnal, 

6. That he that puts the Letter for light,jis blind. 

7. That the word is not the Rule, whereby to try their Spirits ; 
they will not allow of comparing of that Watcher ( they ſay ) 
they have within, with the written word in Scripture. 

8. They call the written word of God, the Worlds word, the 
Worlds light, Touchſtone, Rule, and ſay, our outward Scriptures 
and glorious Goſpell is duſt. Some of them have affirmed, it was 
no great matter if all the Bibles in Eng/azd were burnt. 

9. It is a Doctrine generall with them, that the Soule is a part of 
God, or of the Divine Eſſence ; and was actually exiſtent long be- 
fore it was conveyed into the Body. This wicked Opinion of the 
Priſcilianiſts , and other old Erroiſts now reviv'd by this Se& , 
ſome of the moſt eminent of them have endeavoured to maintain a- 
gaintt Mr. Cole, a godly and learned Miniſter livingin Kendall. 

10. The denialtof any diſtintion of Perſons in the God-head 
is common with them. Fox, Sanls Errant, Page 12. affirmes, that 
it is but a buſie mind to enquire whether there be one Individuall 
God, diſtinguiſhed into Father, Son, and Holy Ghoſt. 

11. They hold that Chriſt hath no body bur his Church. 

12, That Jeſus Chriſt is come into their fleſh, that he is in them 

as man, that the man Chriſt dwels in them. 

13. That Chriſt his coming in the fleſh is but a figure, and all he 
did is nothing elſe but an Example ( the exploded Doctrine of the 
Socinians ( denying the efficacy and virtue of his Blood and Sacri- 
fice, by which in his own body he purged away ſin) which Princi- 
ple ſtands cleer in the Lancaſoire charge againſt them, and nothing 
evaded by what is layed down under the name of an A»/wer,called, 
Sauls Errant, Page 8. 

14., They hold that Chriſtis a light within every man, and that 
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every man muſt mind that light and teacher within, and follow no 

Teacher without. Nailer, when Mr. {ie had ſome diſcourſe with 

him at Kendal, affirmed to him that Chriſt was in all men, even in 

Reprobates, and that in them he is held under Corruption. 

15. They bold that all men in the world, have in them a light 
ſufficient to Salvation;T »rks, 1zd;415, yea, ſuch as never had, or ever 
ſhall have any outward means to reveale Chriſt to them. 

16. Some of them have argued that the man Chriſt is not aſcend- 
ed into Heaven. 

17. They hold that we are juſtified by Chriſt alone, without Im- 
putation. 

18. They hold Prayer for remiſſion of ſins a needleſle thing, 

19. They hold that that Righteouſneſſe which Jeſus Chritt ful- 
filled in his own Perſon with us, and before we were born, is not 
the matter of our Juſtification. 

20. Some of them, and thoſe no meane ones among them, nei. 
ther hold the Popiſh.DoRtrine of Juſtification by works, or inhx- 
rent Righteouſneſle , which Chriſt in him inables them to per- 
torm. 

21. They hold that in Converſion there is no new nature, no ha- 
bit of grace, or Seed of God infuſed, bur that Chriſt that was in 
man before, is then raiſed up in them out of Priſon. 

22. They hold that there is fulneſſe of Glory in this life , that 
they enjoy God here, and Chrift here, the ReſurreRion, Judgment, 
Angels, Glory, and all they look for they enjoy in this lite, and 
mock at thoſe that ſpeak of another World, or life to come, or a 
better Kingdome. 

23. They deny many of them the Reſurre&tion of the body. 

24. They hold that there is no Locall Heaven, or Hell. 

25. They hold many of them, that they have attained to a ſtate 
of Fertection, and that they neither do, nor can ſin. 

26. They hold that the calling of the Miniſtry of England, with- 
out any exception, is Antichriſtian, 

'27. They affirm that there is no ſuch thing contained in the holy 
Scripture, as a Mediate call to the Miniſtry by man. 

28. They holdthe Office of teaching to be utterly uſeleſſe in the 
Church of God, and rel] the moſt ignorant people where they come, 
that they have no need that any man ſhould reach them, and there- 
fore diflivade thetn from hearing any of our Miniſters what _ 
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ting them they ſhall be damned ifthey do ſo; and that all that go 
to the beſt houſes to heare them, ſhall be turned like Chaff and 
Stubble, and charge people not to believe a word that any of them 
ſpeak. And for themſelves when they ſpeak, they ſay, they do not 
teach or preach, but onely declare the Revelations of God in them. 
29. They hold that Fox and all the reſt of their Speakers are im- 
mediately called. Saxls Errent, Page 4. Fox ſaith, they were m0- 
ved to come into thoſe parts by the Lord, and the Lord ler them fee 
he had a people here betore they came. Nailer alſo at the laſt Sef- 
fions at Appleby, Fan. 1652. affirmed in the face of the Court, that 
when he was at Plow in Barly Seed time, meditating on the things 
of God, he ſuddenly heard a voice commanding him to go out 
from his Country, and from his Fathers houſe, and had a promiſe 
given in with it. And being demanded whether he heard the Voice, 
he ſaid he heard it himfelfe, but thoſe that were with him heard it 
not. Being asked again whether it was an Audible Voice; he an- 
ſwered, no friend, it was not a carnal] Voice, audible to the outward 
Eare. A httle after, going on in his relation, he ſaid, that going a- 
cateward ( they are his own words ) witha friend from his own 
houſe, the Voice come to him again, commanding him to go into 
the Weſt, not telling him whether he ſhould go, or what he was to 
do there; but when he had been there a little while, it was given 

him what he was to declare. 
If my Reader pleaſe to be detained With another ſhort Story t9 

this purpoſe, he ſhall have it. 

Fox, with one or two other men, his Companions, as I heard ir, 
came to an Honourable Gentlemans houſe in C-mberland. One of 
the houſe came to them to the door to know their buſineſſe : They 
asked ifthe Gentleman of the honie was within, calling kim by his 
aame ( for they give no title of reſpe& ro any man whatſoever ) 
they were anſwered affirmatively. Being called in, the Gentleman 
took them aſide, to know what they would with him ; they told 
him they were ſent to him from God.: He enquired of them how 
they certainly knew it ; they anſwered a Voice came to them, com- 
mandinp them to come to him : He, asked them again where this 
Voice came to them: they replyed, 7: F: his Garden in Lanca- 
ſzire ; he demanded again, what that Voice commanded them to 
ſay to him ? they anſwered, it was not yet given in to them : The 


Gentleman then rold them, if rhey knew not whag they had to ſay 
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to him, he knew not what he had further to ſay to them. That night 
being towards Evening, they were entertained in that Gentlemans 
hout?, and being deſired by the Servants to Supper, they refuſed to 
eat, but caſed for a little water onzly. The next Morning alſo they 
refuſed to eat any thing, but offered to one of the Servants money 
for their Lodging ; he told them they did not well to come thither 
to abuſe his Maſter, he kept no Inne. In the return towards their 
old Randezyous, a few miles from this Gentlemans houſe, they cal- 
led at a little Alehouſe that ſtands alone, where deſiring the Ho- 
ſteſſe to provide for their Breakfaſt, they eat,and drank heartily. The 
poor woman a little after told one 0? the aforeſaid Gentlemans 
Servants that had occaſion that way, that two or three notable 
Trencher-men had been at her houſe, who enquiring what manner 
of -1nen they were, knew them to be.the ſame men that had been at 
'*his Maſters. 

30. They deny all Ordinances, and their praRiſe is ſutable to this 
their wicked Tenet. An honeſt Miniſter in 1/eftmerland diſcour- 
ſing with Fex, asked him whether he did believe Prayer, Preaching, 
the Sacraments, Meditation, Holy-conference to be Ordinances of 
God. No, faith he, away with them, I deny them all. 

31. They call the Worſhip of God uſed in our publick Aſſem- 
blies, a beaitly worm-caten form, a Heatheniſh way, and Worſhip, 
fleſhly, carnall, &c. 

32- They hold that the ſprinkling of Infants is Antichriſtian, and 
their Baptiſme the mark of the Beaſt, ſpoken of in theRevelation, 
which thoſe that worſhip the Beaſt recieve in their foreheads. 

33. They affirm that there is not one word in Scripture that 
ſpeaks of a Sacrament, and that they are unlawfull; that a little 
bread, and a little wine ina Sacrament is the Worlds Communion, 
and that in the true Church of God there is no talk of ſuch carnall 
things. 

AMiniſter in wWeſtmerland having ſome conference with Fox, and 
knowing him to be againft the Baptiſme of Infants, asked him, if he 
did not own the Baptiſme of water to be an Ordinance , No, ſaith 
he, I deny it, there is no ſuch Ordinance. 

34. They hold it unlawfull to ſing the Plalmes of David, and 
call them the Worlds Pſalmes, carnall Pſalmes, and ſay we fing Da- 
vids quakings, and tremblings, and chat we put Davids Conditions 
into Rhime, and Metre, and ſing themto the diſhonour of yrs. 
an 
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35. They deny the Lords day to be the Chriſtian Sabbath, and 
ſay, the Sabbath is a Myſtery which we underſtand not. 

36. They hold it unlawtull ce worſhip God in our Churches 
( commonly and metonymically ſo called) and tearm them Idols 
Temples, beaſts houſes. where God 1s not worſhiped, but the wor- 
ſhip of the Beatt is upheld. and that the Beaſts of the field meet 
there, Night-birds, Screech Owles. 

37. For the Office of the Magiſtracy, though they do not yer 0- 
penly declaim againſt it, fearing they ſhould be quickly called to ac- 
count for ſuch an attempt ; yet their Opinions which ſome of their 
laviſh Tongues have maniteſted touching it, as alſo this rude irre- 
yerent, ſawcy deportment towards Maputtrates, wherein they ſhew 
not ſo much as any common reſpect to them; their bold, & impious 
Predictions of the ruine of all in Authority whatſoever, and railings 
againit them, do eaſily evidence them to be none of the belt friends 
to it. The enſuing words are the words ofa godly learned Miniſter 
to a friend of his. However ( ſaith he ) the advice 04 ſome of late 
hath made them wiſer : There was no Doctrine more ordinary at 
their firſt entring into theſe parts ( at which time they ſpoke 
their hearts more freely, and plainly then they have done fince; 
ſenſe of danger, and ſome little oppoſition, having made them more 
politick ) then that we owe no Obedience to any Magiſtrate, and 
that we ought not to own them with any honour or ſubjection. 
Mr. (Ge feverall times endeavoured the Conviction of ſome of 
them, from that abundant Teſtimony the Goſpell gives to that di- 
ſtintion of Magiſtrates and Subjects, Superiours, and Interiours 
but in vain. And in his diſcourſe with 2 zi/er at Kendal, when 
Niles told him, he accuſed him in this point falſely, Providence 
ſo ordered it, that one of his followers was there preſent, who ha- 
ving before maintained the ſaid Doctrine to him, confeſſed then, he 
had recievedit from fames N ailey. 

One Leonard Ti', of their way in Lancaſhire, affirmed, that one 
man ought not to have power over another. 

Another principall man of the Sect in our County, affirmed to 
a Juſtice of Peace, there would be Quaikers in reſtmerlant, when 
there ſhould he never 1 Jutt:ce of Peace init ; for which words he 


was Indicted at the Seſſions 7.x. laſt, 
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How thoſe of this Sect at York, now Priſoners there, railed apainſt 
the Judpes, calling them Scarlet coloured Beaſts, &c.while ſitting on: 
the Bench, is not unknown. 

Such Juſtices of the Peace that appeare againſt their way, they 
call Juſtices ſo called. 
| 38. They hold that all things ought to be common, and teach 
| the Doctrine of Levelling privately to their Diſciples. Thoſe that 
know the Leaders of this Sec beſt, judge them to be down right. 
| Levellers, and that feare of ſuppreſlion keeps them for the preſent 

from teaching that Doctrine openly. Severall of them have affirmed 

4 that there ought to be no diſtinion of Eſtates, but an univerſall 

| parity, & one above the reſt denyed the property of Eſtates; a third 

ſ affirmed that wherſoever Chriſt came,he came to deftroyal property.

| 39. They hold to quote Fathers and Authors in preaching is An- 

| tichriſtian. 

| 40. They are of Opinion that it is unlawfull to call any man 

| Maſter, or Sir. 

' 41. They hold it unwarrantable to ſalute any man by the way. 

( 42. They account it unjawfull to uſe the Civility of our Lan- 

» puage, in ſpeaking to afſingle Perſonin the Plurall number. ; 

I do not lay all the Tenets above recited to the charge of every 

one of them, nor do I believe that all of them hold them all, ſome 
of them are defended by ſome certain men of them onely. Others 
of them are maintzined by them all in generall.

Of the wicked Pradifes of the QUAKERS, and firſt 
of their M-eiings, and Speakangs, 


| 2 Lorri of their Errours that are come to our knowledge; T 
4 thall now go on to preſent my Reader with a briefe view of 
their black wicked Practifes, che :.at»-all Fruits of ſuch corrupt 
Principles, 25 ire above mentioned. In doing of which 1 ſhall prin- 
cipally take notice of their Meer!.,cs, Speakings, Quakings, Faſtings, 
Reveltings, Cenfor.ouſneT2 1» ings, *nconſtancy in ther own Opi- 
nivns, eam'ty to Learning, 'vlenef]- , Incivilities, bloody, barba- 
rous, and turbulent Praciui's, tor their wayes have not been .lto- 
gether in the Clouds; nor their deeds of darkneſſe alwaies donein 
CQTLErs, 
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For the truth of this relation ( let me ſay thus much before-hand 
for the previous ſatisfaction of my Reader ) the particulars of it 
are moſt of them ſo notoriouſly known to the whole Country , 
where theſe degenerated people live, that no ſober man can deny 
them. Many ot them are, and will be owned by themſelves; 'for 
they make ſome of theſe horrid Practiſes hereafter mentioned a part 
of their Religion , and glory in them. And there is I think few 
particulars contained init, which we ſhall want witneſſes to atteſt 
( if need be ) upon Oath. 

And firſt for their Meetings, and the manner of them. They come 
together on the Lords Dayes, or on other dayes of the _ indif- 
ferently, at ſuch times and places, as their Speakers or ſome other 
of them think fic. Their number is ſometimes thirty , ſometimes 
forty, or ſixty , ſometimes a hundred, or two hundred in a ſwarm, 
The places of their Meetings are for the moſt part, ſuch private hou- 
ſes as are moſt ſolitaryzand remote from Neighbours, ſcituated in 
Dales and by-places : Sometimes the open fields, ſometimes the top 
of an Hill, or rocky hollow places, on the ſides of Mountaines, are 
the places of their Randezvous. In theſe their Aſſemblies for the 
moſt part they uſe no Prayer : Not in one Meeting of ten, and when 
they do, their Praying Devotion is ſo quickly cooled, that when 
they have begun, a man can ſcarce tell to twenty before they have 
done. They have no ſinging of Pſalmes, Hymnes , or ſpirituall 


Songs, that isan Abomination. No reading or Expoſition of holy 


Scripture, this is alſo an Abhorrency. No teaching, or preaching, 
that is in their Opinion the onely thing that is needleſſe. No Admi- 
niſtration of Sacraments ; with them there 1s no talk ( they ſay ) 
of ſuch carnall things, not ſo much as any Conference by way of 
queſtion is allowed of : That which askes, they ſay, doth not know, 
and they call propounding of any Queſtion to-them, a tempting of 
them. They have onely their own mode of ſpeaking ( that is all the 
Worſhip that I can heare of ) which they do not call, but deny to 
be preaching; nor indeed doth it deſerve that more honourable 
Name, If any of their chiefe Speakers be among them, the reſt give 
place to them; if abſent, any ofthem ſpeak, that will pretend a Re- 
velation ; ſometimes Girles are vocall in their Convents, while 
leading men are filent : Sometimes after they are Congregated , 
there is ( alrzm filentium ) not a whiſper among them for an houre 
or two, or three together, This time they are waiting which of _ 
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the Spirit ſhall come down upon, in Inſpirations and give utterance 
unto. Sometimes they; onely read the Epiſtles of Fox and Nayley, 
which according to their Principles are ( to them) of as great Au- 
thority as the Epiſtles of Perer and Parl. 

They exceedingly affet Night meetings,which are uſually of both 
Sexes very lately, and not infrequently continued all Night long, 
Their Holyes, they think, are belt diſpenſed while others are aſleep ; 
theſe unſeaſonable dark Aſſemblies of theirs, much like the Night- 
meetings ofthe Anabaptiſts in Inter, which afterward proved 
fatall to that City, in a time of peace and liberty, conſidering the 
Conſtitutions of the Spirits of this people, have been in ſome places a 
juſt cauſe of affrightment to the Neighbouring Inhabitants that are 
not of their way, who have profeſſed they could ſcarcely ſleep in 
their Beds without feare. 

Theſe Night-meetings were therefore forbidden by the Juſtices 
at the Seſſions at Appleby, 7.:nmary laſt, where one of them pleaded 
ftifly for this liberty of the Subjects, as hetalled it. 

For the manner of their Speakings, their Speaker for the moſt 
part uſes the poſture of ſtanding, or fitting with his hat on; his 
countenance ſevere, his fice downward, his eyes fixed moſtly to- 
wards the Earth, his hands and fingers expanded, continually ſtri- 
king gently on his breaſt ; his beginning is without a Text, nb pt 
and ſudden to his hearers, his Voice for the moſt part low, his Sen- 
tenſes incobzrent, hanging together like Ropes of Sand, very fre- 
quently full of Impiety, and horrid Errours, and ſometimes full of 
ſudden pauſes; his whole Speech a mixt bundle of words and heap 
of Non-ſenſe, his Continuance in ſpeaking is ſometimes exceeding 
ſhort, ſometimes very tedious, according to the paucity or plenty 
of his Revelations: His admiring Auditors that are of his way , 
ſtand the while like men aſtoniſhed, liſtening to every word, as 
though every word was oraculous ; and ſo they believe them to be 
the very words and dictates of Chriſt ſpeaking in him. 

Sometimes ſome of them, men, or women, will more like Phran- 
tick people, then modeſt Teachers of the Goſpell ; or like the Pro- 
phets of Munſter , or 7ihn of Leydens Apoſtles, run through, or 
ſtand in the ſtreets, or Market-place, or get upon a ſtone, and cry 
Repent, Repent, woe, woe, the Judge of the World is come, Chriſt 
is in you all, believe not your Prieſts of Baa/, they are Lyars, they 
delude you. Kendal, and many other Townes in theſe Norihern 

parts, 
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parts, are witneſſes of theſe mad Speakings , and PraQtiſes, 

The matter of the moſt ſerious and ableſt of their Speakers, is 

quicquid in Buccam venerit, and for the moſt part of this Nature, 
They exhort people to mind the light within, to hearken to the 
Voice and follow the guide within them, to dwell within, and not 
to look forth ; for that which looketh forth tendeth to darkneſſe; 
They tell them that the Lord is now coming to teach his people 
himſelfe alone, that they have an Un&tion, and need not that any 
man ſhould teach them ; that all their Teachers without, the Prieſts 
of the world do, decieve them, away with them ; that they ſpeak the 
Divination of their own brain, and every one ſeeks for gain from his 
> a that they take Tithes which are odious in the ſight of the 
Lord. 
That they teach for Lucre and for the Fleece, and live in Pride, 
Covetouſneſſe, Envie, and in great houſes, that they ſitin the Seat 
of the Scribes and Phariſes, goin long Robes,are called of men, Ma- 
ſters ; that they ſcatter people, and delude them with Notions of 
fleſhly Wiſdome, and waies of Worſhip according to their owne 
wills, and not according to the Mind of the Lord. They call them 
out of all falſe waies, and worſhips, and formes, and falſe Ordinan- 
ces ( ſo they call all the Ordinances of God uſed in our publick AF 
ſemblies. ) Such ſtuff as. this all their ſpeakings are for molt part 
ſtuffed with.. Something- alſo they ſpeak of Repentance, of living 
under the Croſſe; againſt Pride in Apparell, and Covetouineſle. 
But the main Subjet and Deſign of their Speakings, isto invey a- 
gainſt Miniſters, and Ordinances, to bring ignorant Country peo- 
ple to hate or forſake them, to mind onely their light within for 
teaching, which they tel] them is ſufficient to Salvation. 

Reader; I do verily believe that if the Deceiver of the Nations 
ſhould come vilibly abroad cloathed in fleſh, as a Speaker, he would 
teach the very ſame Do&trine that theſe men do, or ſome other ve- 
ry like unto it : Such as wherein he would not ceaſe to pervert the 
right waies of the Lord. 1. To render them odious , and make 
them ſeem to be perverſe waies to the Ignorant Multitude, and ſuch 
as wherein he would chiefly labour to perſwade them to turn their 
backs upon the preaching of the Goſpell, aud all Gods Ordinances, 
and to mind onely the light and guide within them : which is plain- 
er Engliſh, to worſhip God, according to their own Fancies, to 
purſue the bent and inclination of their own Nature, and to do on- 


ly that which is right and good in their own eyes. If 
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If the Diyell himſelfe ( whoſe Aercnries theſe Speakers, of whom 
I am now ſpeaking,are ) could with his SeduQions prevaile upon 
unftable Soals ; bur thus far what would he deſire more ? 

I have related in part what is, and will now tell you according to 
the beſt intelligence I could gain , what is nor the ſubjeR of their 
ſpeakings : I once heard X ay/cr ſpeak a while my ſelfe ; I have en- 
quired of divers that have been the Auditors of others of them, 1 
have read very many of their Epiſtles and Papers that are com- 
mon in the Country, which I think I can produce, I could never ſee, 
or heare, or learn, that they ſpeak almolit any thing of the miſera- 
ble eitate of all men by Nature, of Jeſus Chriſt our Redeemer, of his 
two Natures, of the reality of his Deity, and Humanity, of his Of- 
fice of Mediatorſhip, eſpecially of his Sacerdotall Office, of his Me- 
ritorious Ueath and Reſurreion, of the SatisfaRtion he hath given 
to God for us, of his Interceſlion for us, of Remiſlion of Sins, and 
Juſtification to life to be obtained through faith in his blood. Theſe 
elad Tydings,theſe Evangelical Do@rines are too low for their high- 
flown Spirits. Inſtead of making our Lord Jeſus Chriſt ( bleſſed tor 
ever be his holy Name ) the Objed of their teaching; they make 
Miniſters, and Tythers, and the pure light that is in every man that 
cometh into the World, the Obje&t of their reaching. And the 
ewo firſt of them, chiefly of their railing. If they chance to ſpeak 
any thing of thoſe Goſpell-Docrines above rehearſed, it is ſo 0b- 
ſcurely,myſtically, and in ſuch odd tearmes, that they do rather dar- 
ken then cleer up thoſe truths to their hearers, and ſo erroneoully, 
that they had a hundred times better let ſpeaking alone ; For thele 
wretched Speakers muſt one day know, that it is no little fin to adul- 
terate the Glorious everlaſting Goſpell of Jeſus Chrift. 

And for propagation of ſuch their erroneous Opinions as are 
heretofore recited : Their Speakers and others of their way that 
have nothing elſe to do but follow them,wander from one Pariſh & 
part of the Country to another ; ſometimes ten, or twenty, ſome- 
times a whole Troop of them together ; and by their Agents and 
Letters which they ſend before hand to thoſe that are triends to 
their Se, or that they heare are Opinionative, and addi&ed to 
Novelties in Religion, gather people together. And ſometimes they 
are invited by ſuch as hanker after their way. Where their places 
of meeting are, many reſort, ſome out of curioſity to ſee their per- 
ſons that are'ſo famous, or infamous rather in theſe parts for their 


» 
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SeduQions ; ſome itching to heare how and what manner of Do- 
QArine they ſpeak. In theſe Conventions they tell people they are 
ſent ro them from God, to declare what be hath revealed in them, 
and begin ſuch Preachments as are above Deciphered : Where this 
Swarm hives, they are generally more chargeable in twy or chree 
N ghts then the payment of their Tithes, which they to eagerly 
Ceciaim againſt, would be in two or three yeares.

Of their Quaking Fits, and the manncr of ihe 


\ TOW for their Quakings, one of the moſt immediate nota- 
ble Fruits, and Accidents of their ſpeakings, though their 
ſpeakings be a very Chaos of words and errours, yet very often 
while they are ſpeaking, ſo ſtrange is the effeR of them in their 
unbleſt Followers, that many ofchem, ſometimes men, but more 
frequently Women and Children fail into quaking fires, The man- 
ner of which is this; Thoſe in their Aſſemblies that are taken 
with theſe fics, fall ſuddenly down,as it were in a Swoon,as though 
they were (urprized with an Epilepſis, or Apoplexy, and lye 
groveling on the Earth, and ſtrugling as it were for life and ſome- 
times more quietly as though they were departing ; while the A- 
gony of the tir is vpon them their lips quiver, their fleſh and joynts 
tremble, their bellies (well as though blown up with wind, they 
foam at the mouth, and (ſometimes purge as if they had taken 
Phyliick; In this fic they continue ſometimes an houre or two, 
ſometimes longer before they come to themſelves again, and when 
it leaves them they roare out horribly with a voice greater then 
the voice of a man; The noiſe, thole ſay, that have heard it is 
a very horrid fearful noiſe, and greater ſometimes then any Bull 
can make, 

The Speaker, when any of them falls in this Fit, will ay to the 
reſt ( that are jometimes aſtoniſht ar this Sight, eſpecially if they 
be Incipients } let them alone, trouble them not, the Spirit is 
now ſtcugling wich fleſh, if the Spirit overcome they will quickly 
come vut of it again, though it be ſorrow now it will be joy in the 
Morning, ec. And when they have faida few words to this eſ- 
fe, they go on with their ſpeaking, 

Sometimes3'they carry thoſe wretched Patients to Beds, _—_ 
engy 
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they are neer them, and let them lye on them till their Fit be over. 
Theſe Quakings they maintaine, Savuls Errant Page 5 and in 
their Books and Papers call them the marvelJous works of the Lord; 
Bactles of (haking and crembling before the preſence of the Lord, 
and call them that ſpeak againſt them /Þmaelites, that (coff at the 
Works of the Lord, and endeavour co prove them to be from God, 
horribly abuſing the choly Scriptures to this purpole. The chiefe 
places they quote for this purpoſe, are, Ezra9 4 & 10. 13, 
Iſaiah 66,2 fer. 5.22, & 23.9. Hoſ. 13 1. Hab. 3. 16. Aft. 
9,6. 2. Cor. 17. 15. Eph. 6.5 Phil. 2.12, Heb. 12. 21. &c. 

They lay al{o,thofe chat ſpeak againſt this Quaking, ſhew them« 
ſelves co be Blaſphemers, and that it is preſumption and blaſphe- 
my againſt che holy Ghoſt to ſpeak againſt it. From their frequent 
failing into theſe Fits and defending of chem, this pevple have de» 
ſerved the name of Quakers, A Title of diſtinQtion, not Dignity, 
now uſually given to them, 

Some are 0i Opinion that theſe quaking Fits are meer feignnige, 
but others look upon them as reall paſſions. 

I hope my Reader will not be difpleaſed, if T freely deliver my 
own Opinion, In plain Engliſh, then I do heartily believe theie 
Quakings to be Diabolical Raptures immediately proceeding from 
the power of Satan ; if not from his Corporall Poſt (lion, or Ob- 
{{ (ion of the Parties (0 paſſive, 

For 1. divers Godly 'learned Chriſtians, Miniſters, Phyſicians, 
and ſuch as are able to judge, do ſo conceive 0i them. 

2. It is an utter impoſſibility for any man, eſpecially women, 
that never knew what belonged to Stage-playing, and young 
Children co feign ſnch (wounings , tremblings , palfie-motiens , 
ſwelling , foaming , purging, ſuch great and horrid icreechings , 
and roaiings ; yea commen Modeſty would reſtrain any man, or 
woman that arechemſelves, from ſuch uncleanly Excrecions as do 
ofren accompany thele (ordid Trances. Surely it mſt needs bee 
ſome black Art that works ſo turbulently on mens Spirits or bo- 
dies,” and cox:jures them into ſuch Surprizes. 

3, Ihe holy'Sctiprure predicts, 2 T he/. 2. 9. that the coming 


-of Antichriſt, the man of ſin, &c. ſhall be after the working of Sa- 


tan, with all Puwer, 'and Siznes, and lying Wonders, and withall 
deceivablenes of Unrighteouineſs in chem thar periſh;and that God 
ſhall end his Followers ſtrong Delufjons co believe lyes, &c. E790 
the 
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2 coming of Antichriſt and Hereticall Speakers may be ſuch al- 
0 


4.Their Quakings are very like the Fits of that Child mentioned, 
Hark, 9.17, 18. 20, 26. 

Maſter ( faith the Father of the Child to Chriſt) Thave broughe 
unto thee my Son which hath a dumb Spirit, and whereſoever he 
taketh him he teareth him, and he foameth, and gnaſheth with his 
teeth, and pineth away, and ſtrait-way the Spirit tare him, and he 
fel on the ground, and waſlowed foaming, and the Spirit cryed and 
renc him ſore andcame out of him, and he was as one dead. This 
1s as punRualla Deſcription of a Quakers Fit, as if it had been in- 
tended for # portrature of it ; and tor that particular init which 
concernes pining away, all the Country in theſe parts knowes how 
pittifully many of the Quakers look by reaſon of thoſe Fits, and 
immoderate faſtings, and ſome diſtemper it may be of brain beſides, 
and what pale ill countenances they have now in compariſon of 
what they had before they joyned themſelves to this Set : This 
is not generally true of them, bur ſo true of ſome of them, that 
they may be diſcovered by their very faces. 

5. The Devill delights to poſſeſle and abuſe the bodies of men 
and women that are in his power, when,and as far as God permits ; 
but this people who have forſaken the truth and true Worſhip of 
God, his Ordinances, Commandements, and are fe\fe-excommu= 

nicate, may more then probably be lookt upon as delivered up to 
Satan by God himſelfe, as may appeare by this whole Relation.” | 
Ergo the Divell Will delight to poſſeſſe and abuſe their bodies. 
6. It 15 no new thing for falſe Prophets to fall into Satanicall 
Trances ; ſuch were Mathewes, Becold, and others the Prophets 
of Munſter, which lay ſometimes two or three daies in their Ec- 
ſtacies ( chough ſome think they were conn and therefore 
we need not wonder at theſe Raptures, as if ſome ſtrang thing had 
hagp:ned amongſt us that was never heard of before ; eſpecially 
ſeeing this people both Leaders and Learners ( if ic be proper co 
call chem ſo that will away with no teaching) are as like that 
Phrantick Rabble that once Reigned in Manſter, as any one thing 
can be like another. 

7. Women or Children, or thoſe that have faſted long, ſuch as 

are moſt ſubjeR to Faſcination, do moſt frequently fall inco theſe 


SUrprizals. 
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8. Theſe Ecſtaſies are ſeales of Docrines of Divels, therefore 
from the Divell.Mr. Pcrkizs in his diſcourſe of Witchcraft, Chap.z. 
Set. 4. makes * this difference betwixt Divine and Niabolicall 
Trances ; Divine Ecſtaſies tend alwayes ( faith he ) to the con- 
firming of the truth of the Goſpell and the furtherance of true Reli- 
Sion and Piety, ſuch was Peters, eA. 10. 11. which ſerved to af- 
ſure him of his calling to preach the Goſpell to the Gentiles, and 
to inform his Judgment in this Truth, chat there was no acceptation 
of Perſons with God, and that to them of the new Teſtament, all 
things were clean and nothing polluted. But the ſcope of them that 
are from Satan is principally the ſuppreſting and hinderance of Re- 
ligion, the drawing of the weak into Errours, the ratifying and con- 
firming of thoſe that are fallen chereinto, and the generall uphold- 
ing of practiſes of ungodlineſſe. 

9. Mr. Perkins ibid. makes this another difference between 
Divine and Satanicall Trances. In Divine Trances ( faith he ) the 
Servants of God have all their Senſes, yea, and all the powers of 
Soule and Body remaining ſound and perfc&, onely for a time the 
Actions and Operations are ſuſpended and ceaſe to do their duty. 
But in Ecitaſies that be from Satan, his Inflruments are all caſt into 
Frenzies and Madnefle, ſo as Reaſon in them is darkened, and Un- 
derſtanding obſcured, Memory weakene\, the Brain diſtempered ; 
ſo kind is Satan to his Friends that he will leave his tokens behind 
him where ever he comes in this ſort. That ſome of theſe people 
have fallen out right and furiouſly mad, and dyed in that madnefle : 
That others of them have been and are ſtrangely diſtracted, and that 
the Countenance'of many of them bewraies the troubles and diſtem- 
per of their heads, is too well known in theſe parts to be denyed. 
This Brain-ſickneſle though I know it is principally to be imputed 
to the juſt Judgment of God upon them who have turned away 
their Eares from the Truth, and greedily drunk down many intoxi- 
cating Opinions ; yetI think it very probable, that in ſome of them 
it 15 the Fruit of theſe Ecſtatick Fits, whereby Satan hath diſturbed 
and debilitated their IntelleRuals. 

Io. George Fox the Ring-leader of this Se&, hath been and is ve- 
hemently ſuſpect ed to be a Sorcerer. 

The preſumptions of his wickedneſſe in this kind are not weak. * 
Some perſons of good quality that came out of Netinghamſhire to 
Kendall, told them of Note in that Town what Pranks this ou _ 
payee. 
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played, and what diſturbance he had cauſed in that County before 
he came into theſe more Northern parts, and with all he credibly 
reported to chem a very ſtrange ſtory , of the Devills diſcovering 
this Fox to be one of his Vaſlalls and Agents, while he was there in 
a certainr houſe , together with many of his Diſciples ſpeaking to 
them. This Accident he faid, cauie4 many of his followers to de- 
ſert hoth him and his wicked way, and principally procured this 
Foxes Apprehenfion and impriſonment in Nottingham Caltle , till 
he runne away, and his Keeper wi:h him, 

Ic hath been his cuſtome in theſe parts, to fix his Eyes earneſtly 
on {uch ſtrangers ascame into his company a good while together 
as though he wold look them through. IF any one pleaſe to look on 
him ſtedfaſtly again,it is his manner impudently to out-ſtar: them, 
His followers ſay he can out-look any man, and that he Cothitto 
know what is in them, bur if there be ſuch a thing as Faſcination by 
an evill Eye.I ſhould rather (uipeR bim guilty of chat, then of any 
abillity co diſcern the complecxions of mens ſoules in their Faces, 

When (ſuch as have conceived any like:ng of their way come to 
their meetings , or any young men or women or others are by their 
proſelyted friends who defire to make them as bad as themſelves, 
brought to heare him ſpeak or diſcourſe wich him, it is another of 
his Cuſtomes co talk and hold them a while by the hand, and it is 
confidencly reported that many he hath chus handled,though ſome 
of them before their comeing £0 him did exceedingly difaffeRt both 
him and his Impietieseven to hatred, and though they ſtzyed but 
a while wich him and heard nothing from kim that mighe either 
morally perſwade or rationally convince them of the evill of their 
former way, Or if any greater Excellency in his new way, yet fo 
ſtrangely have they been wrought upon, and altered that they 
becn all on the ſuddaine earneſt, feirce, irapetuous in both fer it, 
and hin, and do now much more violently affe& his wicked Reli- 
gion then ever before they did diſtaſte ir, Such heady. fiery.diver- 
cers of many Men and Women to their way makes tober Chriſti- 


ans, think thar though there be nothing that is divine , either init. 


or the Propagators of it, yet there is much Diabolicall attraction 
and Artin both. 

Many have pro'eſt, that having lefe their ſociety after diſlike 
of their wayes, they hxvebeen for a while ſo diſtempered both in 


min.;e and body that their bodyes have been all weer with iweat in 
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their Bedds,and they could not get a winck of ſleep: 

Theſe and ſuch like accidents eſpecially that faculty which moſt 
of their Speakers have to cauſe their heaters fall into ſuch Diaboli- 
call Ecſtaſies above deſcribed, hath induced many underſtanding 
Chriſtians to believe that theſe blaſphemous hereticall Impoſtors 
are accompanied with the power and workings of Satan. 


of thir FAS TINGS. 


Few uſe alſo Faſtings , which are ſome ſometimes preſcribed by 
their Speakers to their Novices , and continued by thoſe that 
obſerve them for many dayes together , but their Faſts are as the 
Apoſtle calls the humility of V Vill-worſhi ppers; & voluntary hu- 
milicy, not ſavouring of Religion, not joyned with Prayer, but 
undertaken as a. fooliſh imitation of the miraculous forty dayes 
Faſts of Moſes, Elias, Chrift, and the long three weeks abſtinence 
of Daniel, and three dayes Faſt of the Apoſtle Pax, and as is con- 
ceived for the procuring of Revelations and inſpirations , as they 
think of the Spirit. And they that uſe ſuch ceremonies-to purchaſe 
them, may have them(1I beleeve ) from one Spirit or other, Many 
of them have faſted them'elves ſo weak, they could ſ[carſe go, and 
till their faces have gathered blackneſle: One of them of late 1 
could name, hath faſted himſelfe ſo weak, that he could fcarcely 
ſpeak, or go, otherwiie , then by the help of ſome to lead and ſup- 
port him: a ſervant made that lived in the houſe with him , reports 
that ſhee is certaine , that for foureteen dayes together, he neither 
eat nor Crunk , a crum or drop of any thing: ſome that have lately 
ſeen him are of opinion, he is ſtarved almoſt paſt recovery , but 
whether death will be the iſſue of his Faſting or no, muſt be left to 
the providence of God, and to a little time to determine. But where 
are ſuch ungodly Murtherons Faſts as theſe preſcribed in the 
Word ? David George of Delfe, a Blaſphemous Impoſtor , whom 
George Fox reſembles as much as one Egge another ,had frequent- 
ly his three dayes Faſts. The Heathen Prieſts in {hixa uſe abſti- 
nence ſometimes for thirty dayes together, to procure abilitie co 
Propheſte, The ſavage Indians in New England that are trained 
up for Powwowes (ſo they call their Wizards) uſe to faſt many 
daycs before the Devill appeares to them,and they make their com» 


pa 
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pat with him. And ſome Maides there are that kiow what Saint 
Agnes Faſt meanes z and Papiſts ( we know ) have their Faft+ as 
well as Qwakeys, All Falts are not holy Faſts, ſome are Superſtiti- 
ous, and ſome areDiabolicall, No more of them.

Of their Railings, 


f ib. are alſo as horrible Rajlers as ever any Ape brought forth, 
a Generation whoſe mouths are full of bitterneſſe, whoſe 
throats are open Sepulchers, &c. The B/liy/gate Oiſter-women are 
not comparable to them. It is ordinary with them in the Letters 
they write to other men'to call them Fooles; Sots', Hypocrites , 
vaine men, Beaſts, Blaſphemers, Murtherers of the juſt. It is a cuſto- 
mary thing with this Gang of people in their diſcourſe with others, 
to tell them they are Dogs, Heathen, &c. One of Kendal! going 
to the Buriall ofa Miniſter his acquaintance, met a woman of this 
Se& by the way, and asked her it ſhe had ſeen the Corps go by ; I 
ſaw, faith ſhe, a company of Heathen go to bury a dead Dog. Such 
language is common in the mouthes of their principall Speakers , 
and none more notorious this way, then Fox, their prime Oracle. 

If any man in their Meetings ſpeake any thing in oppoſition to 
what they deliver, or askes any Queſtion wherein he deſires to be 
ſatisfied, not agreeable to their hamours ; or manifeſts the leaſt 
diſreliſh of what they ſay, it is enough to provoke ſuch Tearmes. 
To give one Example, Naylcr at a private Meeting in Seabergh, 
asked an honeſt Chriſtian, Samue/ Handley, whether he was without 
ſin, or no? Handley replyed, he was a Sinner; hereupon XN ayler 
called him a Theefe, a Murtherer, a Cai», and juſtified himſelte to 
be without ſin. 

They raile againſt the very Xdificies wherein we meet together 
to worſhip God; againſt the Ordinances there practiſed, againſt the 
Do&trine there taught : but never reaſon like men, or Chrittians out 
of the Scriptures, againſt the Corruptions they conceive to bein 
them ; Yea, they ſpare not the Pnlpir, that is, they ſay, the Seat of 
the Phariſee, the chiefe place in the Synagogue, the high place that is 
to be demoliſhed and broken down : Yea, ſometimes they ſpare 
not the Dignitie of Magiltracy, but ſpeak evill of them as far as they 
dare. But their hate and ſpite is ſpecially againſt the perſons of 
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Miniſters and calling of the Miniſtry, which they impiouſly revile 
with open mouth, evenall the Miniſtry of £-g/and without excep- 
tion; calling them the Prieſts of the World, Conyurers, Theeyes, 
Robbers, Antichriſts, Witches, Divels. Lyars, and a Viperous and 
a Serpentine Generation, Blaſphemers, Scarlet coloured Beaſts, Ba- 
bylons Merchants ſelling beafttily Ware, whited Walls, ravening 
Wolves, greedy Dogs, Ba.4ls Prieſts, Tirhemongers , Deceivers, 
Hirelings, &c. Such Titles as theſe they give them, not onely in 
their printed Books and Papers, but often-times when they meet 
them in the Streets, and in the very publike Aſſemblies while they 
are preaching the word, that whole Congregations may be witneſ- 
ſes of their Impiety. 

They affirme that all the Miniſters in EZg/and that preach in 
Steeple-houſes are Lyars of Jeſus Chriſt ; that they uphold the King- 
dome of Antichriſt, that they do all for filthy Lucre, that they run 
oreedily after the way of Cain to envie and murther, and follow af. 
ter the waies of Baa/am : That they ſeek to the Powers of the 
World to guard them in their Pulpits. ( It ſeemes if they durſt they 
would pull them out, ſo 1 heare they had very lately dealt with 
ſome ) that pride, idleneſſe, and fulneſſe of bread, the ſins of S:- 
dem arethe fruits of their preaching. 

They acuſe them of being brought up at Oxford, and Cambridge 
they ſay , they Know nothing bur naturall Books, and naturall 
things, the Scripture Letter, Hebrew and Greek which is all natu- 
rall: That theungodly, unholy proud Prietts, add Profeſſors muſt 
be ſcorned who know not the Yower of the word. Reader, I coine 
or add no expreſlion of mine own, I repeate onely their own words, 
which ſuch Books and Papers of theirs as 1 can produce are full 
of. 

They apply all that is ſpoken to Idolatrous, ignorant, idle, pro- 
phane perſecuting Prieſts, and falſe Prophets, either in the old or 
new Teſtament, to the Miniſters of Eag/ana; but we know that 
though one ſyllable, or title of ſuch abuſed Texts of Scripture doth 
not pertain to any godly faithfull Miniſter of the Goſpell ; yet that 
very many of them do as properly belong to themſelves, as the Skin 
that is upon their fleſh. 

They exhort people not to heare them, toceaſe from them, and 
not to hold them up, and tell them they will never be profited by 
them : And indeed as ſoon as any man turnes their Proſelite, he be- 
comes as pure aRecuſant as any Papiſt in E»gland. And 
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And not content to raiſe againſt them in Proſe, they compoſe 
Songs, or Ballads rather, which their Diſciples magnifie and look 
_ as Spirituall Songs, that they may revile them in Meeter al- 
0. 

One of their Speakers laid not long ſince, that the Priefts had de- 
luded the people this ſixteen hundred yeares, borrowing this peice 
of Divinity, or Devility rather from the Almanack-maker. 

Their Writings are tull of Threatnings, Propheſies againſt Mini- 
ſters, for which alſo they are bzholding to the Attrologers. They 
ſay the Lord is coming to beat up their Quarters, the Son of Thun- 
Cer is coming abroad to ſound Trumpets, to call to Battell apainſt 
the great day of the Lord, and there Kingdome muſt be taken from 
them, and that their downfall is neer at hand : Some of them have 
ſaid, they hope within a yeares time to ſee never a Miniſter left in 

England. 

They exhort one another in the words of C:{/ier ( out of whoſe 

Pit they have drawn much of their black Religion ) to overturn, 
overturn, overturn. Thus one Inſtrument of the Divell helps ano- 
ther. 
Reader, I do very believe that if theſe wicked men had power in 
their hands, there would be no Toleration of any true Miniſter of 
Jeſus Chriſt in Eng/and; and that one of the firit things they would 
endeavour, would bc if not to raiſe a tempeſt of Perſecution by 
raining blood, yet at leaſt to raiſe andextripate the Sacred Cal- 
lings ; 1 ſay Sacred calling ofthe Miniſtry, being the Inſtitution of 
Jeſus Chriſt in his Church, 

One principall reaſon why they do thus ſhew their teeth againſt 
Miniſters I imagine to be this, they look upon ſome of them as thoſe 
that do mainly ſtand in their way; as thoſethat are able to dete&t 
their IErrours to manifeſt their folly, and unſheath the Sword of the 
Spirit, the word of Truth againſt them. They cannot for them ſo 
freely proceed in the propagation of their Deluſions as they would. 
Hence they are their greateſt eye-ſores. Alſo if I may without of- 
fence ſpeak what I think and partly know, they preſume to take 
this liberty to themſelves, becauſe they are apt to conceive that Mi- 
niſters are now almoſt friendleſſe, that Authority will not appeare 
for them, and that they are the Obje& of the wrath of divers Sold 
ers in the Army, whom they fooliſhly ſuppoſe to incline to their 


( as to them ) unknown Sect, ÞutI hope, yea, I am confident on 
when . 
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when the Hypocriſie of theſe men ſhall be unmasked, and their 
madneſſe and iniquity, which hath already begun in ſome places to 
lift up her head, ſhall be better known and appeare, they ſhall then 
proceed no further : And that thoſe Worthies that by divine Pro- 
vidence do, or ſhall fit at the Stern to guide the Ship of the Com- 
mon-wealth ; and the godly Officers of the Army will not onely 
diſowne and deteſt, but alſo manifeſt themſelves to be Enemies to 
all their Impieties, and Enormous Practiſes of this turbulent Fa- 
tion. 

But in the mean time while they are ſo injuriaus to the Soveraigne 
Majeſty of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, the Prince of the Kings of the 
Earth, by their He!liſh Blaſphemies and eager oppoſition of the 
Truth, well may they contemne andrage againſt ſuch Earthen Veſ- 
ſels as are his Miniſters here on Earth. 


ec 
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Of their Cenſorionſneſſe, I ying, inſtability in their own Er 
rours, and enmity to Learning. 


NE did Hereticks ſpeak greater ſwelling words of vanity, and 
more exalt themſelves and throw down others, then thoſe 
who are of that Synagogue do. They commend themſelves up to 
Heaven, they give themſelves the title of Saints, they boaſt them- 
ſelves to be equal to the Apoſtles, to ſpeak from the immediate Reve- 
lation of the Spirit;impudently & impiouſly affirming more of them- 
ſelves then the true Apoſtles of Jeſus ever did, or durſt do, touching 
their freedome from fin and pertection in holineſſe, &c. and threat- 
en that they ſhall be the Judges of the World ; but they will readily 
cenſure all others to Hell, tell them they are damned, that they wor- 
ſhip the Beaſt, that they are poſſeſſed with the Nivell, yea, with 
many Divels ; that the Diyell ſpeakes in them, and that they ſee him 
in their eyes and faces, &c. 

This language of Divels indeed, is as ordinary with them to diſ- 
ſenters from their way that oppoſe them as to talk with them. 

Many of them will be as ready to ſay and unſay any thing, as if 
lying was a Vertue. They make no conſcience of raiſing falſe Re- 
ports againit thoſe eſpecially that do any way oppoſe them ; Wit- 
neſle that lying Pamphlet, Sazls Errant to Damaſcus, wherein there 
are a hundred uarruths, as may be proved by a hundred Wide. 
C 
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[tis the Teſtimony of a faithfull Miniſte? of Chriſt concerning 
them. Not in halfe an houres diſcourſe, ſaith he, with moſt of thoſe 
I bave difcourſed with, but you ſhall finde plain and down-right 
lyes. Some of them ( ſaith he) have commed to my houſe, and 
ſaid, they had a Meſſage from God to me: upon my ſpeedy demand- 
ing it they have point blank almoſt in the ſame breathing time de- 
nyed it, 

When ſome that have been in ſome meaſure able from the word 
of Truth to manifeſt their Errours, have diſcourſed with thoſe Wells 
without water, though themſelves have ſtood like men inwardly 
convicted and aſhamed, utterly unable to gain-ſay, or darken thole 
cleare Evidences of Scripture brought againſt them, and ſometimes 
totally ſilenced, and as mute as Fiſhes ; Yet when theſe Champions 
of Errours have gone away, they have boaſted of their Conquetts, 
and how gloriouily they had foiſtd and ſtopt the mouths of their 
Adverfaries, 

Thus wholly by Lyes, Lying DoErines, lying Revelations, lying 
Wonders, lying Reports, they do endeavour to build up the King- 
come of the Father of Lyes among us. 

Their inconſtancy to their own Errours is alſo very remarkable: 
They have left the Truth and the good waies of the Lord, which 
are alwaies like themſelves, and as unalterable as the courſes of the 
Stars of Heaven : And now they fluctuate like the Waves of the 
Sea, they have unbottomed themſelves, and now they know not 
where to fix; they are removed from that Rel:gion that is true to 
another Goſpell, and now they have both the Credenda & Facien- 
enda, the Dodcrinall and Practicall parts of their Irreligion they 
have taken up, to ſeek and ſettle. It 1s not to be expected that they 
will be a-yeare, or two hence what they are now ; new Viſions, new 
Revelations they daily look for. Unſtable Soules, whither will your 
Fancies go? whither will he drive you that ſets you on work 2 

One in Kerbylo»/dale-Pariſh that had been of their Society a 
while, fell ſick of an Ague,and was by it detain'd at home a Month ; 
after recovery going to their Aſſemblies again, he profeſſed that he 
found them ſo altered from their Principles in that Months time, 
that he could onely know them by their faces to be the ſame men, 
not by the conſtitution of their mindes. 

Divers others that were a while agon of their way, perceiving 
the inſtability of their Opinions, and Impiety of their walkings, are 
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now fallen off from them, and frequent the publike Aſſemblies as 
before. 

The Profeſſion of ſome of the talleſt of this Se that afford ſha- 
dow to the relt, hath had almoſt as many faces as the Moon, before 
they turned Promoters of 2zahers : The world hath feen them 
zealous for Epiſcopall Policy and Ceremonies, hot forPresbytery, 
all for Independency, and after all for Antinomianiſme, Anabap- 
tiſme; and now beyond all, onely for Foxes new Irreligion which 
is above all Formes and Ordinances. Moſt of them that ſteer their 
courſe according to the direftion of theſe wandring Stars, were 
heretofore noted men for their Singularity, and unſoundneſſe of 
their Tenets, ſuch as ever afteted to put on the neweſt Faſhion of 
Religion. 

A Taylor at Grayrigge, that while there was no Miniſter there 
uſed to ſpeak publikely every Lords day; delivered them openly 
many dangerous and Hereticall Do&rines, and what ever his Do- 
ctrine was, true, or falſe, he was wont daily, as his Hearers ſaid, to 
pawn his Soule on the truth of his Aſertions, and bid if they were 
not ſuch, to take him for ever for a falſe Prophet. Yet this man at- 
ter Fox and N ay/er came into theſe parts, having been their Audi- 
tor a little while, was perverted by thzm and grcame a Dnaker, 
left his former Principles and came to Grayf:gge where he had 
taught long before, and told the people he had formerly deluded 
them, and taught lyes and falſe Dofrine among them, but he had 
now found the right way indeed , with other words to that et- 
fect. H 

The Builders of this Babe// of the Quakers, which they as impi- 
ouſly, as vain-gloriouſly call the Temple of the Lord, will have no 
Tooles taken out of the Shops of humane Learning to work withall, 
andindeed I think they have not, except what the Learning of Wir- 
ſtanley and Collier have afforded them. 

Ifany of their way of of the Countenancers of them be learned 
indeed,as ſome of them are held to be,] look upon their owning and 
admiring at it, and thoſe empty Clouds their Speakers, as a very 
ſad Judgment of God upon them, ſending them ſtrong deluſions to 
believe a lye. 

They hate a Zibrary Cane pejus & Ange, ail Expoſitors of ho- 
iy Scripture they call Heatheninſh Commentators ; the Reliques 0: 


thoſe pious Learned men, that were great Lights in the n_ of 
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Chriſt in their Ages; ſuch Books T mean as Students in Theology 

uſe as good helps to attain to that excellent Enowledge of the Do- 

Qrine of the holy Seriptures, they tearm heatheniſh Books, and the 

Compilers of them heatheniſh Authors. 

Languages, and Arts, and ſuch like Ornamentall Qualifications 
are ulcerons Deformities in theſe mens eyes : A methodicall diſ- 
courſe is an Odinm, all diſtintions, they ſay, are the Seed of the Ser- 
pent, they ſavour too much of ſolid Knowledge. 

They deny it to be needfull co bring up Children in any Learning, 
and ſome of them have taken their Children from Schoole. 

Their Books and Papers which they diſperſe abraad the Country, 
with theſe or ſuch like abſurd frothy Sefle-contradiQing Queries. 

Whether the Lord made uſe of any as Miniſters of his minde unto 
the people, that were bred idle at Sdhooles and Univerſities all the 
dajes of their lives, without a calling as the Prieſts of £-g/and; but 
rather the contrary, as AMeſes a Shepheard, Amos a Heardſman , 
Chriſt himſelfe a Carpenter, Pax! a Tent-maker, Peter a Fiſher- 
man. 

Whether ever Univerſities, or Schooles of Learning werein holy 
Scripture called the Well-heads of Divinity. 

Whether ever Chriſt and his Apoſtles did make uſe of thoſe 
great Bugbeares , {6 common in uſe with the Prieſts of F-gl/a»1to 
prevent the Saints from preaching the Golpell, and the world from 
hearing them. As firſt, the Approbation and Ordination of the 
men of the Earth. Secondly humane Learning and the Language of 
the Beait, without which men are in their account altogether un- 
meet to meddle in the' things of God. 

\Vherher ever Chriſt and his Apoftles did confirm the Truths they 
delivered, by the power of the Magiſtracy, Aurhors, and Fathers. 

Whether the Spirit$ teaching be not ſufficient in the things of 
God. 

Whether it be not the'work of Chriſt, and that which isto be ex- 
pected in the latter daies, to overturn, overturn, overturn all theſe 
waies ſo contrary to his own minde. 

Whar do they mean in the laſt Quzre > what Spirit is this they 
ſpeak from ? but lec theſe Quzries go as they are, for me. 
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Of their Idleneſſe, Savage Tncivilities, and their 1rreligions 
bloody, barbarons , and turbu.ent pradtiſes. 


T- what hath been hitherto related of their Impieties and dif- 
. orderly walkings, it may be added that they are many of them 
notorious for Idleneſfle in their Callings, working not at all ſome- 
times for whole weeks and months together, 

Some of them leave their Wives, Children, Families, Vocations 
and turn all Journy-men Speakers. Others regardleſſe of all at 
home, wander after them, compaſling the Country from place to 
place, and live upon thoſe of their Fraternity where they light, to 
their Excellive charge. 

They are degenerated alſo to ſuch Tncivilities as are in few pla- 
ces of the World to be found among the Heathens, having depar- 
ted from- the Doctrine of Chriſt and praQtiſe of Civility both toge- 
ther. Reader, I have been an Eye-witneſſe of more courteous beha- 
viour in the Indians of the yet, and Natives of the Zaft Indies, 
and Moores of 4frica, then theſe men will afford to their neereſt Re- 
lations, 01 thoſe they ought moſt to honour. 

ASon, ifturned a 2aaker, will not uſe the uſuallCivility of the 
world that is chriſtian in putting off his hat to his Father or Mother, 
will give them no civill Salutations:to bid him Goodmorrow that be- 
gat him, or.her Good night, or farewell, that brought him forth, is 
with them accounted a wickedneſle. 

None of the Quakers will give the common reſpe&ts to Magi- 
rates, or to any Friends or old Acquaintance. 

If they meet them by the way, or any ſtranger, they will go or ride 
by them as though they were dumb, or as though they were Beaſts 
rather then men, not affording a Salutation,or Reſaluting though 
themſelves be Saluted. 

They do not give any Title or colour of reſpeR to thoſe that are 
their Superiours, in Office, Honour, Eſtate ſuch as Maſter, . 


or Sir, &c. but call them by their naked name, Themas, or willi- 
am, or Ger1:4;e, or Dorothy, and ignorantly miſtake it to be diſagree- 
able to the word of Truth. 


They go to their Meales for the moſt part like the Heathen, with- 
out any Prayer or thankſgiving,

When meat or drink is ſet on the Table, the Mafter of the houſe 
if he be any thing skiltnl in their way, invites none of his guetts to it, 
but they fall to, one after another as their appetitc ſerves them:when 
they go to bed, when they riſe in the morning, when they depart 
from a houſe they uſe no civil ſalutes; ſo that their departures and 
going alide to eaſe themſelves are almoſt undiſtinguiſhable. 

It is the opinion of many honeſt men that have obſerved the wayes 
of this ſociety, that there are none profeſſing Chriſtianity more ir- 
religious then they are, Ranters excepted. Thoſe that formerly 
uſed prayer in their Families, have now laid it aſide as uſeleſſe ; They 
obſerve no day by vertue of Gods command. And for the Lords day, 
thoſethat are far from their Speakers, ſpend it in lying long in bed, 
ſitting at home,and mere idlenefſle; If any go to the publique Aſlem- 
blies, as ſome few of them do ſomerimes, it is but one part of the day, 
and they count that enough and too much rather : and when they 
come to their fellows, the uſe they make of what they heard is onely 
to carp and laugh at it.Such dayes of humiliation and thankſgiving as 
have been appointed by authority of Parliament they.as I can learn, 
never obſerved, and called thoſe Miniſters that did obſerve them the 
States Prieſts. Some have been down right curſed by Fox, the Ring 
leader! of this crue. 

One in the Barony tof Kcdzl, that is now fallen off from their 
ſociety,gave this as one reaſon of his deſerting them he had oftentims 
urged fames Nayler to pray with him, and could not long hale him 
to it by his intreaty, ſo averſe was he to this Ordinance; at laſt pre- 
vailing with him, he uſed onely in his prayer 3 or 4 ſentences, where- 
of this was one. 

O Lord (faith he) raiſe up thy Son from under corruption in us: 
which ſentence he diſtaſting,together with ſome other reaſons,moved 
him to leave them. 

It was a ſtrange bold peice of Impiety in Geerge Fox in command- 
ins a Criple at a place near Kezd:/ to throw away his crutches, 2s 
thouph he had been inveſted with a power to'work Miracles, but the 
Criple remained a Criple (till, and George Fox impudently diſcovered 
his own folly, 

Many of them that had good cloaths,as ſoon as they joyned them- 
{elves to this Sect, burnt their bravery,and ſome of them,as one ſaith, 
as a part of their firſt zeal burnt their Bibles. 

To go naked, is with (ome of them accounted a decency becom ing 
cheir 
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their imagined ſtate of innocency better then apparre! ; the ableſt of 
their way plead for this obſcenitie. 

One of this ſort in Kirbbywooreſide a Market town in Yorkeſhire, 
ran ſtark naked to the Crofle in the view of many, and ſtood in that 
poſture (as I heard ) ſpeaking tothe people. 

Two others of their ſocietie, a Man, and a Woman, that called 
themſelves Adam and Eve, went for ſome while as ſome uncivilized 
Heathen doe, diſcovering their nakedneſſe to the eye of every be- 
holder, and when they were publikely examined at the Afliſes for 
their bruitiſh practice, the man wickedly affirmed that the power of 
God was upon him, he was commanded to do it. 

At weighton alſo a little town in 7orkeſhire, a woman of this Goa- 
tiſh herd came naked from her own bed to another womans Huſ- 
band, a companion of hers it ſeems of the ſame ſe&,and bid him open 
his bed- to her, for the Father had ſent her to him : The man had at 
chat time another man lying in bed with him, who roſeto give place 
to this woman, and lett this honeſt couple to lie together according 
to the womans Revelation: this ſaith the Authour of a Book intitu- 
led The Querers and Lnuakers caſe at the ſecond hearing ts nolie, but 
fallea under the Magiſtrates Cogniſance a knows thing. 

One of their Gang in 7eſtmeriand, on Friday the Eighth of April 
lat, ran lik4a mad man naked, all bur his ſhirt, through Kendall 
cryin3,R peat, Repen:, wo,wo,« ome ont of Sodome, Remember Lots wife, 
with other ſuch ſtuffe. His principall Auditours were a company of 
Boyes that followed him through the Town. I almoft wonder, what 
the Devil ſhould mean, in ſending abroad ſuch naked Bedlam ſpeak- 
ecs ; oue would think the walls of this 7ericho ſhould rather be razed 
then raiſed by ſuch pititul Engineers. 

But to linger no where in particulars. This one thing to me doth 
plainly evidencethe way of theſe Apoſtates to be of the Devil. No 
{ooner is any one become a Proſelite to their Sect: but he is poſſeſ- 
ſed with a ſpirit of malice, and wrath, and turns enemy to all men 
that are not of their way, Eſpecially to thoſe that appear again it; 
To ſuch they uſe menacing ſpeeches as of a day that is coming 
wherein they ſhall be avenged,and talk frothily ſometimes of levying 
forces, chuſeing Collonels and Captains, &c. | 

And though they ſpeak much againſt going to law before Infidels; 

( ſo they inſinuate all our Miniſters of Juſtice to be) yet upon the 


leaſt affront given to themſelves they will procure the w—_ 
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of thoſe they have any colour of charge againit Inſtancies enough 
might be given. 

There is a credible report ( and when there is need all Parties 
may be named ) of lome that attempted to Sacrifice their Children 
but were through Providence prevented. ; 

Mr. Bxrton a well qualified Gentleman, and a Juſtice of the 
Peace in the County of wWeſtmerland, who made Nuylers CMitti- 
mus, little after riding from Appleby towards his own houſe, which 
is about a mile-diſtant from the ſaid Town, about the mid-way in a 
place where the narrow Lane he was to paſſe through, diſparts it 
ſelfe into two, was way-laid with foure Musketteers, two of whom 
lin*d the Hedge on one fide of the way, and two of them where the 
Lane divides it ſelfe on the other fide ; when the foreſaid Gentle- 
man with his man onely in Company was come over againſt them, 
one of thoſe Aſſaſlines diſcharged his Musket at him , the Bullet 
fying? as he conceived betwixt himſelfe and his man who rode a lit- 
tle beforehim; he had not rid five Paces further but a ſecond dil- 

charges upon him, whoſe Bullet alſo he heard ſing by him, bur re- 
ceived no hurt : being ſtartl'd at this unexpe&ted Accident, and 
fearing there might be yet more of them, he quickened his Horſe 

with his Spur and declined to the other {ide of the Lane. 

At the turn of the way were two more Muskets diſcharged upon 
him, where in all probability he could not have eſcaped the intended + 
miſchiefe, had not the Lord mercifully fruſtrated the bloody Inten- 
tions of thoſe his unknown Enemies : Theſe men fled immediately, 
the darkneſſe of a long Winter night which they had before them, 
it being then about the end of December , helping to conceals 
their perſons. 

That theſe men that attempted this Murther were of this Se& 
is not certainly known, but it is ſtrongly preſumed and concluded 
that they were none other, by all the Country for theſe reaſons. 

1, He was generally reproached and threatned by the 2akers 
for ſending Nayler to Priſon, ſome of whom were -not long before 
heard to ſay, they would pick his Skin full of holes. 

2. That very day before, therewere many of that malicious Set 
in Appleby, that'cameto viſit Nayler, who might take notice of his 
beingthere, and be invited to take that opportunity of executing 
their bloody purpoſes: | 
3.. This Gentleman is of ſuch known honeſty and Ingenuity, _

heis generally beloved in the Country, and hath not, T dare ſay an 
Enemy in the world one quarter ſo cruell as to thirſt after his blood, 
except among that Rabble. 

That multitudes of Scurriſous Libels, againſt Miniſters and private 
perſons have been faſtened to their doores, thrown into their hou- 
ſes, pinn'd on Pulpit Cuſhions on the Lords daies,and on the Church 
doores, without any name affixed by thoſe Pretenders to Chriſtia- 
nity, is a thing well known. 

For ſatisfaction of the Reader, I ſhall give him a true Coppy of 
one that was affixed one Lords day, about the beginning of ?anuary 
laſt, unto the Church-door at Lancaſter, which Dr. Marſhall openly 
read .to the people there aſſembled, that they might perceive the 
ſtrange temper of the Spirits of thoſe men by ſuch their unſavoury 
Eructations.

T his is a Decciver that 
ſtandeth up here to deceive the people every ſeventh day, proud and 
covetous, and ſpeaketh a Divination of his own brain, = not from 
the mouth of the Lord, and ſo makes the people light and vain, bxt 
the Lord 1s againſt him, hold him uot up. All the { hilaren of the Lord 
are,and ſhall be taught of the Lord, Jer. 31.34 11a. 5413.1 Joh. 2. 27. 
Of a long time 1t was a conſtant pradtiſe of fome of the molt im- 
pudent of them to entcr in a ſcornfull manner with their hats on 
into the publike Aſſemblies in ſome places, and to raile openly and 
exclaim aloud againſt the Miniſters with moſt reproachtfull tearmes 
in time of the diſpenſation of Gods Ordinances, calling them : y- 
ars, Seducers, Baals Prieſts, Deluders of the people, and biddin 
them come down from the high places. There is fulneſſe of Witnet- 
ſes forthis in Kendall and Lancaſhire and other places. And this not 
onely before, but (ince the Juſtices at Appleby ordred the binding of 
ſuch Diſturbers to the Peace; but alas, what can bind them to Peace- 
ableneſſe whoſe Spirit is tumultuous? or what can Law do, when 
Conſcience is ſeared, and takes tumultuouſneſle for a Duty? 

Mr. Coae who was employed to preach abroad in this County, 
where the moſt eminent necellity of this County lay, viz. Where 
the Country was deſtitute of a Preacher, hath had much experience 
of them, and hath profeſſed that long it was before he could have 
any peace or ſafety, but the Lord ſtood by him. Two, or three of 
the ableſt of them have dogg'd him from place to place, and come 
ſeverall times to his houſe with horrible railings And lately, not 
many weeks ſince, two or three at once in the open +treet fell upon 
him with ſuch horrid expreſſions, as might ſhew to all the world 
the boyling ,of a moſt Helliſh Rancour, and wh ſuch fury, that he 
was beholden to Friends to reſcue him trom them. 

The next Lords Day three of theſe wanderers came into the Con- 

regation at Kendall, and called to him to come down, belchiag 
orth ſuch tearms of Baa/s Prieſts, &c. and Helliſh reproaches, ag. 
F fil 
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filled both the - Congregation and fireets after with Tu- 
mult. 

The violence offered by ſome of this people in an open Audito- 
ry to one Maſter Cr0-by had proved little lefſe then the loſſe of his 
lite, - himfelf bath affirmed openly, if the Lord had not been on 
his {ide. 

\W hat was complotted againſt another Miniſter, as he gathereth 
from 4 Letter ſent him by one of that confederacy, but a friend at 
that time,as God lo ordered it. | cannot relate, but the ſaid Miniſter 
co .ald not as he faid conjecture lefie chen ſome groſſe abuſe intended 
againit-him as he was diſcourling with Fox, had not one preſent 
prevented it ? Others have been deſired by ſome friends to keep out 
ot their way, for they heard a miſchief was intended them. What 
Eye in theſe parts where this people live is not a witneſſe of the tu- 
mults and uprores they make in Markets ? What ear hath not heard 
heard of their open revilings, which they principally faſten on them 
in whom moſt of God and. ſound Religion appears ? A man that 
profeſleth godlineſſe, eſpecially a Miniſter,that endeavors to be fairh- 
tull to Jeſus Chriſt in the diſcharge of the duties incumbent on him 
cannot paſſe by them without their ſcorns. Againſt ſuch they grin,and 
point at them with their fingers, 

Theſe and ſuch like practiſes of this licentious people have filled 
the hearts of Gods People in theſe parts with exceeding fears to be 
driven after all their hopes to-ſerve God in Corners, and that they 
may die,tho in the faith of the promiſe of Jeruſalems peace,yet with- 
out receiving it : whileſt the enemies of God roare in the midſt of 
the Congregations. 

So faſt did their inſolencies grow,and their Numbers increaſe for a 
while, that had they not been alitthe curbed by the impritonment of 
Nayler, and ſending forth a warrant for the Apprehenſion of Fox 
for his blaſphemies, it is verily believed by many ſober underſtand- 
ing men among. us, there would have been in a ſhort time no peace 
or almoſt ſafery for any real Chriftian in z-eſtzzerland and ſome ad- 
jacent parts. This was, as-ſome of the Juſtices expreſſed themſelves at 


the Sefſtons fanvary laſt, one main reaſon of Naylers confinement, . 


namely, that they were neceſſitated to it for the preſervation of the 
publique peace, and prevention of civil diſſentions, and ſuch evils as 
might. have enſued upon further connivance at theſe turbulent Im- 
pokors,

He Authour of thoſe Epiſtles (it ſeems) thinks to gain advan- 
tage upon the Readers affe&i ns for this people, by telling him 
what a well qual:fied people they are, how pt us, how peacea* le, 
humble. ſelfdenying.

We could wiſh from our ſouls they were all what is ſpoke of che, 
and it is our prayer to the Lord for them, that they may yet become 
ſach, be cloathed with thoſe Chriſtian Graces, and filled with thefe 
g fts of the Sp rit, which are Ornaments of great price before God. 
But true it is, the contrary is too man-felt. Their Blaſphemies and 
helliſh Errors, their ſuperſtiti »ns, irreligion, ſelfconcertedneſſe, theic 
ancharitableneſſe,cenſoriouſgeſle,conitant Sabbath-breaking, living, 
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according to the Impulſe of their own wils, their profeſſed Enmity 
to Chrifts Goſpel, the preaching of the Word, and violent endea- * 
vours to overturn all Ordinances and wayes of Worſhip, and inve- 
Riyes againſt them, their incomparable reproachings ot che ſervants 
of the aving Gol, and turbulent behaviour m-re :ully ſ; oken to 
in the former Nar- ative, co too openly declare chem to tt} e World 
robequite oppolite to what this man wovld repreſent them to be, 
viz. to be Enemies to peace and piety, and full of che worſt kind of 
pride and a:rogancy, of that whieh is Spiri:ual. 

If Lancaſhire produce a fairer crop, and the paſture of theirs be 
different from ours, if they be there better ted ani{ raught then with 
us; weare glad they 3re not fo ull in any place as ours. But we fear 
thoſe of this 1ſo.iety w th them do fall under the ſame unanſwerable- 
neſſe, to the p. aiſe of theſe Epiſtles, as theſe in 277/tmeorelard d >.

prepare for thoſe times wherein ti:e people ſhall peiifſh for lack of 
viſion, and che Prophet ſhall ſay with EZ/jah; Itis enough Lord, 
let mede. 

For their forbearance to concorporate with parochial Congrega- 
tions; It is no commendation to them, that they refuſe to be hearers 
in ſuch Aſſemblies where the Word of God is purely preached. Ir is 
no ſin to hear the Word in a mixt Congregation. Chriſt himſelf 
preached moſt frequently to unconverted Multitudes, nor had his 
Diſciples learned from him to forbear to concorporate with them, as 
far as came to the hearing of the Word among them. He ſent forth 
his Apoſtles with Commiſiion to preach the Goſpel to all Nations, 
to every Creature, and therefore it was the dutie of every Creature, 
the worlt of ſinners as well as the belt of Chriſtians, where ever they 
cameto hear chem. It would rather have ben matter of ſinne and 
ſhame, then praiſe for any Companion of the Apoſtle Pa/, when Le 
preached on Aays hill in Athens, to have denied to hear him preach 
there, becauſe his Auditors were Epicureans and Stoicks, ard all ſave 
Pauls Aﬀociats, Idolaters, 


But this is made uſe of onely for advantage, by reaſon of that 
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Oaium that he knowes lies upon parochial Conſtitutions. The whole 
Nation almoſt knowes that moſt of the Congregations in Lancaſtire 
arereduced to a narrower compaſle then that of parochial. And we 
are aſſured, that fames Nayler, one of their Leaders, deſerted a ga- 
thered Congregation in 7crkeſhire, whereof he was, and had conti- 
nued a good while a Member. 

And however they deny any benefit received by the publique Mi- 
niſtery, yet we believe what ever reliques of ſound knowledge are in 
any of them, they owe them to it ; and for what imaginary know- 
ledge, or unſound Principles they have learned otherwile from 
their new Teachers, curſed had our condition been if we had given 
theſe ſtones in ſtead of bread ; ſuch poyſonous deadly Scorpions, in 
ſtead of fiſhes. 

We muſt confeſſe the 24j9r part were never favingly wrought up- 
on by the Goſpel whereof we have the Miniſtratzon. It was our 
creat Maſters caſe. His combats in the time of his Miniſtery on earth 
were but few. A#s 1.15. The Apoſtles caſe ſometimes, when they 
preached the elad tidings of ſalvation by feſus Chriſt to crowds of 
people, /eme one or two onely believed their report, and rejoyced in it. 
An1chough it be our caſe, yer it is our complaint to the Lord con- 
tinually. 

And, as ſome godly perſons have out of their own experience, as 
far as they could diſcern, profeſſed) the greateſt part, the generality 
of theſe of this way in e/tmerland, are of that Number, viz. Such 
as have had no ſaving work of God upon their Spirits by the Mini- 
ſtery cof his Word : but ſuch as have been ignorant of, or erred 
from the Truth, and whoſe Religion conſiſted in the praiſe of Opi- 
nion,and floatings of their own fancies, and who have been carried 
with great zeal and heat of ſpirit, through all forms of Religion, ( as 

fome call them. ) In ſo much that ſcarce a knowing Chriſtian among 
us, bur could have eaſily pointed at thoſe, whom theſeFoxes were like 
todeceive before they came, and whoſe ſpirits would be ready to 
ſtrike in with any principle might ſubvert che Truth of the Goſpel. 
In the mean time the ſeals of the Miniſtery of thoſe that have been 
faithfull ro Chriſt in their ttewardſhip, ſuch Chriſtians as have looke 
in themſelves ſtand till, and are rooted faſter then to be removed to 
another Goſpel by the blaſts of ſuch deluſions as have their deſcent 
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In the Title Page, he compares the peaceable Petitioning of ſome 
Miniſters in Lancaſvire to the Councel of State, to Sanls errand of 
Damaſcus, and a little after ſaith their Petition breaths out threat- 
nings and ſlaughters againſt a peaceable and godly people, by him 
nicknamed Quakers. 

In the ſecond and third Epiſtles alſo, the Author hath divers inſi- 
nuations of charges 5gainſt ſome Gentlemen and Miniſters in Lay- 
ceafhire, as that they make none but the Lords Diſciples the objeR of 
theirindignation. That they never did proclaim war againſt drunk. 
ards, (wearers, common blaſphemers, enemies to the Lord and his 
people. That their high-fown contending ſpirits are gone beyond 
lenger wreltlings, and they ſcorn to encounter with any below the 
degree of a Saint. Other wickedheſſes he point blanck layes to your 
charge, as that thoſe ſons of Leyi, as h: faith they call themſelyes, 
pretend a jus Divianm to perſecution. That th.y troubled the Coun- 
cel of State with abominable miſrepreſentations of honeſt, pious 
peaceable men. That the Quakers have been more faithful to the 
interelt of the godly people in this Nation, then any of the contri- 
vers of the Petition, That they exalt themſclves abo.e all chat are 
called Gods People in theſe parts.

Me thinks he manifeſts himſelf to be of th-t Generation, Prov. 30 
14. Whoſe teeth are ſwords, and whoſe jaw teeth are knives to devour the 
poor from «ff the earth, and the needy from among men. While his words 
are ſmoother then butter, and ſofter then oyle to thoſe of his way, war 
is in his heart againſt others, and his words are drawn ſwords, and the 
breathings of a ſpirit poſſett with malice. The Apoſtle deſcribing the 
men that ſhall mike the lalt times perillous, faith among other Chara- 
gers of them, they ſhall be falſe accuſers, fierce diſpiſers of thoſe that 
are good. ] do not wiſh my greateſt enemy ſo much hurt as that he 
ſhould be one of them. " 

But choſe in Authoritie know they might not give ear to the Ca'um- 
nies of every Anonymus, P/a/. 101, 5 7. Whe /o privily flaadereth hs 
aes7hb:4r (faith David) him will I cat off. He that worketh deceit ,ſhall nit 
awell in my Houſe. He that telleth lies, ſhall not tarry in my /ight : And 
that it was Fax/s ſin and ſhame to hearken to the calumnies of Doeg, 
a911nit thoſe that miniſtred art the Altar to the Lord. 

And we all know it is nonew thing tor the Miniſters of Chriſt to be 
the object of the worlds indignation,:ind . ccuſed ofall manner cf evil. 
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Our Saviour Chriſt himſelf, his Apoſtles, and the beſt of the Chriſtians 
in the Primitive times, did not 5 ow the ſcourge of the Tongue, the 
worſt of flanders. Well therefore may the falſe aſperſions ot this man 
be born as an eafie burthen. 

But thou O Lord, deliver my ſoul from lying lips, and from a aeceitfull 
Tongue. Pal. 120. 2. 

Let thy wercics alſo come unto me,O Lord, even thy ſalvation accord- 
ins to thy Worg. So ſhall 1 have wherewtth to an[Wer him that reproacheth 
Me, fer my trwſt Is 10 thy Word, Plal. 1 [Co-4I. 42. 

The next part of this Pamper which J ſhall give ſome anſwer to, 
conſifts of a talſe and ſcandalous Relation, wherein N.ay/er, or ſome 
friend of his for him fooliſhly complains of Perſecution, and malici- 
ouſly abuſes and belies divers Miniſters in eſtmer/and as his perlecu- 
rors, who 1 am confident never uſed any unchriſtian language to him, 
and were never puiltie of the leaſt incivilitie in Action towards him, 
notwithſtanding his outcry of perſecution by them. Now becauſe [ 
intend to ſay ſomething by way of reply to this Relation, as alſo to 
their fall Narrative of the proceedings of the Juſtices at App/eby againſt 
Zames Nayler, Jan. 8. 1652. I think it will not be amiſle, firſt co ex- 
poſe the Yaakers own Relations verbatim, to the view of my Reader, 
as they are contained in Sarls errand to Damaſcus. 
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Divers-particulars of the Perſecutions of James Nayler, by 
the Prieſts of Weſtmerlan4. 


where many people met;he was deſired by divers friends to meet the 

day following at Widow Cecks houſe, about a mile from Kerd./ ; 
whereof the Prieſts having notice, raiſed the Town of Ken-{a/ againſt 
him ; bur beirfg long in gathering together, the meetings was done but 
Spies being out npon the Steeple top, and other places, notice was £i- 
ven what way 7ames paſſed from thence: and coming down towards 
Kizdsl,two Prieſts being accompanied with a Juſtice of Peace,and ſome 
other Magiſtrates of the Town, with an exceeding great muJticude of 
people following them, met him ſaying, Nayler, 1 have a Meſ..r0e from 
the Lord Felms Chriſt to thee, but that there ts not a convenient place. To 
which James anſwered, T he Lord Teſrcs Chriſt is ns re{pefier of places. Tie 
meſſage that he had to declare was this : 7 conjure thee that thou tell me, 
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by what power thes infliteſt ſuch puniſhment upon the bodies of creataret; 
James anſwered, Doſt thou remember Who it was that did adjure Chriſt ts 
tell if he Were the Sox of God, and acked by what axuthoritie he did thoſe 
things ? for James ſaw him to be one of that Generation. But the 
Prielt ſtill conjuring him to tell by what power he didit ; James anſwer- 
ed, Doſt thou acknowleage it to be done by a power ? Tea( faith he) 1 have 
the Spirit of God, and thereby 1 know it #s done by a power, James (aid, 1f 
thew have the Spirit of God, 4s thou ſayeſt thou haſt, then thou canſt tel! 
by what power it i done. The Prieſt ſaid, z/hen God comes, he comes to tore 
ment the ſouls and not the bodies. James ſaid, He comes to redeem the ſouls. 

But after much jangling, the Prieſt began to accuſe him before the 
Juſtice and Magiſtrates ot many things; As, that he taught people to burs 
their Bibles, Children to diſobey their Parents, Wives their Hubands, 
People to diſobey the Magiſtrates ſuch like accuſations:TO which James 
anſwered, T how art a falſe accuſer: prove one of theſe things if thon canſt, 
here, before the Magiſtrates. But not being able to prove any one, he 
began to accuſe fames for holding out a light that doth convince of ſin, 
which, ſaith the Prieſt, a/l kave net. To which 7ames ſaid, Put out one tn 
all this great multitude, that dare ſay he hath it not. Saith the Prieſt, 
T heſe are all Chriſtians ; but if a T ark or 1ndiax were here, he Would deny 
it. James ſaid, T how goeſt far for a proof:but if a T urk,were here he would 
witneſſe againſt thee. 

The people beginning co fight,the Prieſt turned away, ſaying. Here 
will be a diſturbaxge. Said James, Theſe are thy Chriſtians, and this is the 
fraints of thy Miniftery. But the Juſtice with ſome others, did endea- 
vour to keep the rude people off him, ſo that they could not cometo 
their purpoſe there : But he being to paſſe over the bridge,and through 
the town,they that were of the Prieſts party ran before, ſwearing they 
would throw him off the bridge into the water ; bur coming tluther, 
and ſeeing their purpoſe, he was encouraged in his God, who gave him 
aſſurance of proteRion, and did wondertully keep hira, and thofe that 
were with him:for when he came unto the bridge, the word of the Lord 
came unto him, and he was made to.cry out againſt their rage, and the 

ower of the | ord was with him, ſo that he received no harm, though 
he was made to ſpeak all along. and in the Market-place, and till he 
came out of the town. But the raging Prieſts continued ſhovting, cry» 
ing and throwing ſtones at him, a quarte: of a mile out of the town : 
But ſuch was the power of the Lord, t' at neithe« he, nor any with him 
received any h rm. The work was wonderfull, and we were broug'.t 
much to admire it and praiſe the Lord, who is bleſſed for ever aud - /er. 
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Another time 7:mes being deſired of many Chriſtian Friends to be 
at a ineeting at Orto/', there to wait upon the Lord for what he would 
make known to h s people, did accordingly; and many friends an ' bre- 
thr-n accompanied him ; but the Prieſts having int<lligence ſome dayes 
before, five of them were gathered together, and many people from 
all quarters. A friendin the town defired ame. to come to his houſe; 
and being come into his houſe, a meſſage was ſent from the Prieſts deft» 
ring him to come into the field, under pretence of a more convenient 
place for the gre:t multit:de. To which 7.mes anſwered, lt 7s my deſire 
that all may be edifiea:and coming into the field. the Prieſts came with a 
great multitude, and asked him by what authority he came thither, and 
had gatiered ſo many people together to break the peace ; and tempt- 
ing him, ſaid, ile thou be bound that none here ſhall break, the Peace ? 
To which James an'wered, Ye come not hither to create offences , but 
if any break. the Lav, let him ſuffer by the Law : for he perceived they 
intended violence, as it appeared afterward. 

But ſeeing they could not prevail in that, ano:her of them deſired 
him to go into the Church, as he called it, tempting him, ſaying, The 
people may all ſit and hear bertey : But James perceiving their deceit ſaid, 
eAll places were alike to him, he would abiae in the field. Whereupon 
they pull-d out an Ordin»nce of Parliament, forbidding any to ſpeak, 
but ſuch as were authorized co ſpeak either in Church or Chappel, or 
any publixe place ; and bad him ſpeak -t his perill, as he would anſwer 
the contempt ofit. To which he anſwered, ſaying. Thrs ts not a publike 
place. No ? ſaidone of the Prieſts, /s nor this a publick place, the Towns 
field ? and charged the Conſtabie of the rown to do his office; - nd ex- 
amined his authority : James antwered, Thoſe that are ſent to declare the 
things of God,have nit tneir authoritie ſrom mea. But they b.d him prove 
that. He ſaid, Pal received not hs ( ommiſſion from man, nov by man. 
To which one of them aniwered , T hat was his Goifel ; but they would 
prove that Paul Lud a call from man to preach; and for that end he 
nam d that placein A.ts 13.2, where the Holy Gholt ſaid, Separate me 
Barnabas ani Saul : ind the Anſiles laid their hand; #PÞ.n them ; whid h 
ſaid one of them, was the /. ying on of hands of the Presbyrery ; But whe1 
he had found that place, /* mes asked him if th t was Paxls cal to 
the Miniſtery (three times) b t he anſwered nothing. Then ſaid ]e»e*, 
If that w.u his-c«ll, he h. d preached leag without a call before that ; and 
1 ſtanced to prove «© (4/. 1, 

Whereupon th:c buſineſſe ended ; But another Prieſt ood up and 
ſa d, T hou wnchicjt fo $0 an aecrnt if thy Faith to every one that a: keth; 
whereupoi:, 
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whereupon, he asked divers queſtions ; whereunto James anſwered, in- 
ſomuch that ſome who ko04 by. cried out, An; wer mot all, but ack him 
ſome. A while after, James asked him huw he would prove him[elf a Mini- 
ſter of the Gosþel, and live upon Tythes?To which he would not anſwer. 
Then ſaid fames, Neither will 1 anſwer thee, if thou aig que twenty 
more. 

The next queſtion he asked, was, Whether ( hriſt was aſcended, oy i: 
but ?ames ſaid, 1 will nt anſwer thee. Whereupon he <ried out to the 
people, and ſaid, He denies the hizmanity of Chriſt and made a preat outs 
cry among the people of it: but he p2ople cried out ſaying. Let ws hear 
him; you have often tuld us mo ny things againſt him: let him jpeake, and 
then if he _ not the Truth, you may then "eprove bim. fam s hearing the 
deſire of the people began t» ſpeak, and th- people. gave audience and 
were very ſilent. But beginning to hold out Chrilt aloe to be the 
Teacher of his people in ſpirit an. Truth, one of the Prieſts cried our, 
[ cant endure to hear this Sedacer any lager. Vpon which, 7 mes 1 id, 
Prove me a Seducer before allthis people, or elſe thu art afalſe Accy cr. 
Bur he had not one word to ſay againſt any thing that he had ſpoken ; 
But ſaid, If thou wilt not anjwer me that queſtion 1 asked thee, 1 will cail 
thee a Seducer as long as [ live. 

Whereupon, ſeeing there could be no peace there, nor liberti- t5 
ſpeak,they deſired /ames to go into the houſe;and they kept clofe | ut 
him, to keep him from the violence of ſome chat came along with the 
Prieſt: but they raged ſo, that he and ſome other triend- recerved itripes, 
and with much ado got into the houſe: But the r ging Sa mires waited 
about the dore to do miſchief, and kept ſhouting about the houſe || 
the while he was ſpeaking : but the houte being tilled with People. th:y 
could not come to their purpoſe; and he Lord 16 ordered it in the i; ye- 
ning, we came away without any more harm : bur not long atter, there 
came ſome ot the Prieſts party about the houſe, and asked if A\ »/ r 
was goae : and when they heard he was gone, they faid, Hr m. y 
thinke God of rhat. Thus by thewiſCome of God he eicaped thew vi 
olence at that time 

But the Prieſts miſſing of t* cir purpoſe there the next rſt day a ter, 
they prepared their Sermv15s ſurable to whac they mreaded, poſterity 15 
rhe people that he was a 3lalphemer, an | deny- d he Refurre&ton ar.d 
the Humanity of Chriſt and all Authov tie; ard thag t e Pari:am- e 
had opened a gap for Blaſphemy, and as it was ſaid by tore ore 
hearers,they d:d God good ſervice that we vid knock kim 19a Thus 
havirg itirred up the ruder tort, the neat day they prevailed wit!: - - 
Calle 
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called a Juſtice of Peace : the Priefts ſon got him to come twelve miles 
from his own houſe, he was one that 1:6 been in aRual arms againſt 
the Parliament, for the bringing 1n ol the Seots : and having armed a 
a great mnltitude againſt che next morning,they came .ery early to the 
houſe where he was, w':ere many Chriſtian triends ſhou'd have met 
that day, and asked for V-:z/er, thre:tnuig to knock out his brains a- 
gainſt tne flones in the wall. and that chvy world pull dowa th: houſe, 
it he would not.come our. though the dorew3z over ur againſt them. 
But ſome of them come into the houſe, and commanded lum to come 
forth, under pretence to diſpute with the Yrieſt. buc Jes ſeeing what 
they intended, anſwered, 7 did nt ne me jo crwilly ihe Luft time 1 was 
among ſt you, but if 4;:y have a mind th: Y Gia) CONC 17, 117 Aoores are Oper. 
Which anſwer they told the Prieſts . whereupon they ruſhed violently 
in, and took him by the throat, haled him vuc of the dore into a field, 
where was a man whom they called a Juſti. e and with a Pitchtork ſtruck 
off his hat, & commanded him to anſwer to ſich Queſtions as the Prieſts 
would asx him. Whereupon, the Pricſt b:gan to ask many Queſtions ; 
as concerning the ReſurreQion, the Fiumantieot C br-|t,the Scriptures, 
and divers other Queſtions, as the Sacrament and ſuch-like : ro which 
he anſwered,and proved Scripture. But at laſt, being asked if Chriſt 
was in him, he ſaid, he witneſſed him in meaſure. The Prieſt asked, if 
( brift was in him as man. James ſaid, Chriſt « act divid:d. But he ur- 
ged h m to tell whether Chriſt as man was in him or no. He anſwered, 
( brifſt u not drvided ; for sf he be, he i no more Chriſt: but 1 witneſſe that 
Chriſt in mewho is God and man in meaſure. But the Prieſt ſaid, Chriſt 75 
in heaves With a carnal boay. To which ſaid James, Chrift fillerh Heaven 
and Earth, and is not carnal but Spiritual : for if (Chriſt be in Heaven 
with a carnal body ,and the Saints with a ſpiritual body, that 15 not proper ti- 
onable :. neither was that a carnal body which came in amoug the Diſciples, 
the doors being ſhut : for Chriſt s a Myſtery, and thou kuoweſt him not. 
Then after much jangling and tempting, the Prieſt not having got 
tlie advantage he waited for, he cried out unto the people not to re- 
ceive him into their houſes : and alledged that in the ſecond Epiſile 
of /-4r, verie 10. Now how ſuitable that place was f.-r his pur- 
pie. all pzople may fee who have eyes, for there they are torbidden to 
receive any -nto their houſes but ſuch who ab;de in the DeErive f (iff 
and -:»feſs them elves that they had buth the Father and the Sin, and 
preach that DoErine : but the Prieſts ſay that is blaſphery. 
Then the Prieit turned away from him : upon which, the arme! mul- 
titude began to be violent againtt divers friends that were ny ]-mcs 
zearing 
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hearing friends cry out, ſaid to the Juſtice, Tow will /arely ſet ns prace- 
ably into the houſe again : But ſeeing him to go away, and leave them in 
the hands of the rude multitude, he gave himſelf up ſaying, The wil 
of the LORD be dune. 

Upon which the Juſtice turned again, ſaying, we will ſee him in the 
houſe again: and ging towards the houle, many friends kept cloſe a- 
bout Jimes, expoling their own bodies to the danger of their weapons, 
to ſave him harmleſſe : and ſo with much ado we got into the houſe, 
not receiving much harm. Which being one, and as J.:mes was praiſ- 
ing the Lord for lis wondrous deliverance from their maliciou- intents, 
ſome heard them ſay. /7 we /ct him go thus, all pe: ple will run after him. 
\Whereupon they agreed chat he ſhould be brought before the Juſtice 
again; and came with v.olence and haled him out again. Then the Ju- 
ſt.ce and the Prieſt getting a horsback, they cauſed him to run after 
them to an Alchouſe on the other (ide the water, where chey went in, 
not tu fering one friend to £0 in with fames. And when he came be- 
fore the Juſtice, he told him, if he would not put off his hat, he would 
ſend him to priton,and alto becauie he Thoued hi ::. for che Juſtice laid, 
AMy Commiſſion runs, Te. To which fames aniwered, / as ut not in con 
temp! tir 1 own eAuthorit ie, and / nour it ACCC ralic? to t he Scereptwres : 
But ] fr 37 { ACAC [He h h;nvmr Command Fl 14 6 PIPE , Oil fe rÞ1:4:1c Then 
they concluded to commit lm for that, and alſo as a wandring perſon, 
and fai1 none knew there from whence he came, for thoule who knew 
him were kept out. Then ſaid he to Arthur Scaite, T hor kaoweſt me ; 1 
WAS 132 the Army with thee eel ft of ane JEAare rf, It :5 #6 mairreyr, faid the 
Juſtice, thu art no Souldier now. 

Then they writ a Afi:1izu to fer.d himto prifon, and carried him to 
Kirk5y-Steven that night & ſhut him up in a Chamber and tet a guard 
upon him; but ctvers of our friends following into the Town, where a 
creat multitude was gathered together tor meeting, then did the peo- 
ple come from the Stceple-houſe where another lad been preaching : 
tor divers of the Prieſts were gathered together that day ; fome preach- 
ing, ſome plotting. and ſome perſecuting : /ca.beP- lait was a prepara- 
tion for 7(abths death. Bur friends not being ſuftered ro go into the 
houſe where /ames was, they abode in the ſtreets : and tome of them 
beins moved to ſpeak to the people, the Prizits perceiving the people 
0 give audience to what was tpoken, made complaint . Whereupon 
tyme were ſent forth and with violence terched in one Fra cw / owed, 
a fricnd. who was ſpeaking to the people. and brought bi71 wut » the 
His::-Pricks hall, where were five Prietts allembled, with many other 
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of their partie, but not one friend. And bringing him before the Juſtice, 
he was con;mauded to pur off his bat. He antwered, 1 know no /uch law, 
The Prieſt ta1d, He will rread both Alixiſts ry ana AMugiftracy under his 


feet. He iaid, 7 hou art afalſe decu'er :. prove wherein. ut one that ſtood 


by, took off his hat, ind caſt it into the tire. Then laid the Juſtice, phat 
zs this thou ſpeakeſt age inſt the Miniſters ?* He anſwered, what huſt thu 
to acca/e me of ? Whereupon one affirmed chat he ſaid, 4/7 the Miniſtt 7s 
tht taxghr for hire, and in Steeple-houſes, were enemies and liars againſt 
7 c/145 Chriſt, and no Miniſters of Feſus Chriſt. Vpon that the Juſtice 
ſaid, T how /peakeft agair;ſt the LaW ;, fur the Law pives them their main= 
tenauce. he ſaid, I meddle nt of the Law but of their pratiire, Then ſaid 
Francs to the Priet, Diaſt thou ever hnow a AMimiſter of Jeſus ( triſt that 
was a perſecutor, or did labour to impriſon any ?* And after ſome more 
diſcourle, he ſaid to the Prieſt, [ have (een a great aeal of tyranny aud 
perſecrtion in this dayes attions. Then ſaid the Juſtice to the people. 
T ake notice, he ſaith the LaW 1 att by 1s T yranume and perſecution. To 
which the people afſented. Then ſaid Francis, Thou maiſt give ont 19 
the people what thou wilt ; but 1 ſpeak not of the Law but of your eAtt tons, 
Upon that he was ſent to priſon, a guard of 8 men was ſer over them, 
who ſpent the night in drinking, ſwearing, and filthy and unclean talk- 
ing ; and the more they were deſired by the people to take he: d of fin, 
the more filthy they did appear : but theſe are the fitteſt inſtruments 
for acting the Prieſts intentions, being Members of the Churches. 

The next day they were guarded to App/cby : but ſome friends fol- 
lowing could not be fuftered to paſſe on the {treets that way, ſo great 
w.s their envie againſt all that ſer their face that way. And the priſoners 
being brought rhither much means was u{ed tat none ſhould come at 
them but ſuch as were ſent to tempt them. There they were kept until 
the Settions ; in which time they ſent up and down the Country to ſeek 
for any that would witneſs any thing againſt them, and improved their 
utmoſt intereſt for their advantage, A Jury was choſen ; divers of them 
were reſolved on the buſineſs, ſo that it was told the Priſoners what 
would become of them before the day of examination came; and it was 
accordingly : For the day came,and judgement paſſed;but the Priſoners 
never ſaw their Accuſers, nor know who they are ; but againſt that Cay, 
the Prieſts bad prepared 3 large Petitions ſtutt with moſt filthy uarruths 
and ſanders, raiſed ont of the bottomleſs pit ; but not one of them 
proved though one of the Juſtices ſaid to them, Jr z« fir rhey Nioreld ve 
pr:ved : neither was there any thing in them which they could charge 
vpon the priſoners, ſave onely the Power of the Lord hag mw a 
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their meetings in ſhaking proud fleſh, and pouring out his pirit among 
many, eſpecially, as they ſaid upon little children: which the Prieſts 


jo concluded was Sorcery and Witchery, and of the Devil : heteby decla- ; 
q ring themſelves to be of that generation, who called the goed man of the i: 
of houſe Beelzebub ; and if they ſhould not doe the ſame to them of his q 
” houſhold, the words of Chriſt could not be fulfilled. 

C Likewiſe they had gathered up all reports, true or falſ,of things done 

q by many that the Priſoners had not :ſeen the faces of, nor ever knew ; 

- thinking thereby to make them odious to the people.They alſo brought 

- two Prieſts out of Laxcaſzire, to ſwear things that another man bad 

, ſpoken in the preſence of foure Juſtices of the Peace, and for which the 

F man had been tried and cleared : And theſe they brought, thinking to 

p ad affliftions to the Priſoners bonds.But he is kept in great peace and joy, 


having not any comfort from man, but from God, who hath appeared 
to him in thiscondition, and hath given him aſſarance of his love, in 
whom hereits. To whom be praiſe, honour and glory , for ever. Amen.

Hus is the ſecond part of this Pamphlet uſhered in with ſuch an 

Inſcription, as (if 1ames Nayler had been a real Martyr of Jeſus 

Chriſt, and not an open Enemy to him and his Goſpel ) might well have 
ſerved for the Title page of his Martyrdome. 

You ſee Reader their language, and how bloodily they charge us in 
the very entry of their Relation. The term Prieſt which they give us 
here and all over by way of contempt, may diſcover to the world what 
is the rancour of their ſouls againſt us. However ic be grown the 
common reproach againſt us in the mouths of thoſe that know nut 


God, yet we hope the Lord will teach them better language in tus a 
on. 
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ſon, Tamcredibly informed that alittle -while ago, one of them rail. 

ing with, that and other language, againſt a Miniſter, went from him 

home and died preſently. What ever {corn they intend to keape upon 

us by that word, we do not own. it, nor everdid as a Title proper to 

the Office of che Miniſters ofthe New Teſtament, or to their perſons, 

furcher then as they are Chriſts Diſciples, who hath made all whom he 
hath loved and waſhed from their finnes with his blood, Kings and 
Prieſts to God hus Father, Rev, 1.5. 6. And inthis ſenſe,it themielves 
do but once become Piieſts, they will become companions of Devils 
for ever. 

And for Perſecution, the Lord forbid that we ſhould be perſecutors, 
as they render us to the world co be, while our (clies are deſigned as 
the Objeas of ic by (ome, if their power anſwered theirwi!'s : and do 
already ſuffer the perſecution of theTongue in as high a de, ree as ever 
did Miniſters of Chriſt in any Age, The Lord forhid that we ſhould 
lift up our hand or open our mouth againſt the leaſt of Saints. We 
know what reward our Saviour hath promiſed to him that ſhall give 
to drink unto one of his-little ones a cup of cold water inthe name of 
a Diſciple, Hatth, 10. wlt. and on the other hand what ſeverity of 
judgement he hath threatned to thoſe that do offend chem, CAMarth, 
18,6. We do not therefore pretend a jus Divinum to perſecution, 2s 
one ( I heartily believe, moſt falſly and maliciouſly accuſes the M nis 
ſters of Laxcaſvireto do: but do from our ſouls rather wiſh to be (uf- 
ferers of it our elves, then defiled with the leaſt tincture of the guilt 
of that red {in of perſecuting others. 

If to be ſtedfaſt in the profeſſion of the Truth, to warn and charge 
thoſe that are committed co our charge, who we hope ſhall be vur 
crown and joy inthe day of the Lord, to take heed of ſeduces : if to 
labour to keep then from being robd of che (4lvation of cheir ſouls, if 
£0 ſatisfie the deſire of ſome of our people whom we heard continual- 
ly wiſhing that we would have ſome conference with thcie men, if co 
contend for the Faith againſt choſe nien that are the open evermies of 
ic, and to petition for their liberties when they are confined ; If this be 
peiſecution, then we muſt confeſs our ſelves perſecutors, and de- 
terving blame for ic: but if theſe aRings do not ſ2vour 0! a ſpirit of 
perſecution, we can then challenge che whole World to prove us 
Sutlete, 

And for Vaylers ſufferings, which the unfaithful Relztor calls per- 
ſecutions, he knows, or might as well as we, that, that little reſtraint 
onely voich he ſuffered as an cviidoer, was by the Ocger "_ Js 
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ſtices ; and we know that we did not ſo much as defire his ſufferings in 
the leaſt, and that we ſought and delired nothing, but the pre.ervari« 
on of Religion and Peace among us, and thac thoſe Authours and Fo« 
mentours of the diſturbances of ch's poore Countie, m:$ ht recurn co 
their habitacions and callings,and there according to the Apuſtics rule 
ſtudy to be quier, and do their own buſineſle, And muſt we upon this 
account ſtand charged with Perſecution? But the Loru the r:ghreous 
Judge, though we ſhould alrogether hold our peace, will one day 

plead for us againſt thoſe that have hated us without a cauſe, and are 

our enemies, becuſe they ſee us triends to Truth and Peace, The 


Lord lay not this ſin to their charge. 


eA Reply to that part of the Relation which concerns after Coales 
diſcomwrſe with Nailer near Kendall. 


He relator inSauls Errand to Damaſcus ſaith, That James Nayler, 
meeting at a houſe near Kendal, the Priefts inthe Town having 
notice, raiſed the Town of Kendall agiinſt him, but being long in ga- 
thering,the meeting was done. Bat ſpies being ſet on the ſteeple and 
other places, notice was given, which way 7ames paſt from thence : 
and comirg downe towaris Kendall, two Prieſts with a Juſtice, &c: 
and an exceeding great multitude of people following them , met 
him, EXC, 

'Tis true Mr. Coalemet Nailer at the time mentioned near Kendal, 
and there w-5 no other Miniſter with him then : Maſter T#r»er the 
Schoolmaſter came to them about a quarter of an houre after, Put 
that they raiſed rhe Town is a notorious falſhood, That they ſet ſpies 
on the Steep!e, is falſe again. Thar they let ſpiesin other places,is an» 
other nntruch. That any gave notice which way Nay/er went, is an- 
other, That chey met him with a great mulcicude is a fixt he in the 
Narrative already. How eaſily is that cauſe diſcovered, that hath a 
lie in ics right hand, and faiſhond for its Foundation, 

Mr. Coale was earneſtly prefled by (ome that feared the Lord in 
Kendall, and whole ſpirits were tronbled to {ee the diſorders of theſe 
men totake the oportunity to go up to widdow ( ocks to ſpeak with 
Nayler bring a Ring-leader of that way, which at laſt he was, though 
unwill nov, nerſwaded unto. All that accompanied him, was but Mr. 
A. and 6 more, nor was ary more near, till meeting with divers of 
that party coming towards them, they were informed che meeting 


was done. Yet lighting ſo patly on Nailer himſelf ( for he was =_ 
ene 
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the multitude that came from the meeting ) he thought it veceſſary 
(though aot very convenient- there) to have a litrle diſcourſe with 
him. Upon occaſion of which ſtay ſo near the Town, the people, as is 
uſual in caſes:of Novelty, in an hourestime or leſs were flockt abour 
him in great multitudes : but a great part of them was Naylers com- 
pany, that came before him and with him, and followed him from 
their meeting. 

We ſhould admire to find ſuch profs lies againſt men, did we not 
ſee their lies againſt the Lord more ſhameleſs and more impudent: 
And we wiſh Nayler, or whoſoever elſe relates ſuch things, to tremble 
before the preſence of the Lord,that will ſhut out every lyer from his 
Kingdome, and to falſe things will give ſharp arrows of the Mighty, 
with coals of Junipes. But no marvel ſuch lyes may ſteal forth in prefs, 
where they may hope to meet with ſo much credulity from ſome as 
may mike them currant, when Thomas Willen, that lives in Town, one 
of that fe, had the impudence to tell Mr. Archer, that the bell was 
rung to give notice of Nay/zys coming.

Amongſt other things propoſed to convince him, ofthis, this wa 
one, That the conftant Operation of this Onaking in all, was immeds 
ately to fill their ſouls with a crowd of all damnable ard deftrattite a1 
flrines, andan abſolute turning away from Chrift in all his Waoyer, 
ard T ruths, and Ordinances. Amongſt others he inſtanced in what he 
ſpecifies in his Relation, to which Mayer anſwered, as is there ex- 
preſſed ; and asked him turcher, if ever/he heard him aver any of thoſe 
things, M Coale told him he never ſaw his face before, and ſo could not 
hear them from himſelf, but be knew them to be the Principles of his 
follower-, He ſaid, what was that to him, And whereas the Relator 
faith, Mr. (ale was not able to prove any one particular, is known 
to the contrary. For ſo the Lord ordered it, that co put to lilence the 
fooliſhneſs of evil men, among MNayl/ers followers preſent, was one 
Strickland,with whom, and one T homſon, Mr. { oale had had private 
diſcourſe before, who plainly denied ro bim the uſe of Teaching, of

Think they he was ignorant, That all Nations and Kindreds have ſome 
ſparkling of Light and K nowledg, ſome twilight ſtreamings of Un« 
derſtapding, the Candle of the Lord within them ? But what is this to a 
Light {uthcient ro ſave them? Can the Owning of thoſe implanted 
natural Principles bring us to know Jeſus Chriſt and his Goſpel, which 
is 2 Doctrine of pure Revelation, and which the world could never 
have known by all its wiſedome, had not God by his Son, and by his 
Servants the Prophets and Apoſtles revealed it from Heaven unto us ? 

And whereas they would perſwade the world, rhat what-rude be- 
haviour was after, was by the Prieſts party, ſcornfully ſo called : Had 
the Relator any ſpark of ingenuity left in him, he knows Mr. Coals 
unwillingneſs to diſcourſin that place,as fearing ſome tumule;and that

H* ſaith, many Chriſtian friends did deſire his coming to O-toy. 

Who thoſe were, or whether defirous of his coming or no, I did 
not inquire,ſfince we know too well that ſuch gueſts as he, may be had 
upon very caſte terms. He is indeed for any way but home, or where 
he hopes to find entertainment, and then the feat is to pretend that 
either by voyce or revelation, or at leaſt by the intreaty of their Bre- 
thren they were called thither. And it is probable upon this laſt ſcore, 
Nayler came to Orton. Fox was heard to ſay a few dayes before, he 
thought God would give him a Call to ſpeak at Orton ſhortly. But 
thicher came A ayler in ſteed of Fox, and with him a great company of 
all ſorts and both ſexes ; where true it is, that ſome Miniſters were;bue 
that any multitude or number of people was drawn together by their 
procurement, is utterly falſe. As for his temptations by the Miniſters, 
and' their Intentions of violence againſt him, and the appearance 
thereof afterwards, his paper when he writ it would have anſwered 
him with a bluſh, if ic had beencapable of ſhame. 

The Relation which Nayler, or ſome for him makes of the confe« 
rence betwixt our ſelves and him that day, is very confuſed, imperfe& 
and falſe, Briefly and truly thus it was ; Mr. Fothergill, Miniſter of 
Orton, wiſhed the Conſtable co do his Office ſo far, as to ask Nailer by 
what Authority, and to what end he had drawn together that mul- 
ticude.

But leaving 
this diſcourle, Vayler athrming that there was no other kird of call to 
the Miniſtery? but tuch as the Apoſtles had M. Fothergill proceeded 
to give ſome inſtinces of extraordinary calls in the Prophets and Apo- 
ſtles : and of ordinary. calls, as 1n the (ucceſſive Miniſters of the New 
Teſtament by Impolicion of hands, And laſtly, of both inthe exam- 
ple of Pax/, 0: whoſe immediate and extraordinary call we reade, 
Afti,9 eAnd of bis mediate and ordi:arie call, by Impoſition of hands, 
AR 13.2. Againſt this Nay ler ſpike many wo:ds to little purpole, 
out of Gal. 1. And when he i3ith, he could have no anſwer though he 
asked 3. times whether rhe impoſition of hands, «AF 13.2: weie Pauls 
calling to the Miniſterie, it is untrue. For he was anſwered'then, that 
it was his ordinary or mediate cal co theMimiſtery among the Gentiles, 
and 2 confirmation of that extraordinary cal, which he had before. Not 
faid Mr. Fothe gil, as though that extraordinary call had not bin of its 
ſelf ſufficient, bur that the Churches conſent and approbation being 
hereby ſignified, he might be the more welcome to, and the better re- 
ceived of the Gentiles, ro whom he was fent. Nor doe we judge 
amiſſe, if we think chat the Lord herety would alſo fignifie, what man- 
ner of calling to the Miniſtery he intended to continue inthe Church 
ro after ages, 

That other Miniſter, that the Relator contemptuouſly cal, Prieſt, 
was my felt. I cold him then, that ſecing he denyed the Office, and 
teaching ofall the Miniſters in Eng/and without exception, and did 
pretend, chart him*elf, rogether with his fellow ſpeakers,were the one- 
ly true Miniſtets and Meſſengers of Chriſt, that we delired to know 
his Faith, and to hear from him if we might, the ſumme of that Do» 
Arine of the Goſpel which he came to preach, I told him further,that 
our ſelves and the Countrey in general did look upon him, and his fel- 
low ſpeakers as ſeducers, tuch as preached another Goſpel,and another 
Jeſus then we had preached : and chat therefore for the clearing of 
himfelf, and che ſatisfaction of the Countery and our ſelves there pre- 
ſent, it was but meer that he (ould give us then, deſiring it ſori e ac= 
connt of his f:ith. And todo that I tola him, I hoped he woula not 
be unwiliing, ſeeing the Apoſtle Peter exhorts all Chriſtians to be 
ready tO give a reaſon of the hop: that is in thera, to every one that 
a$keth. 

To this he replied nothing, but ſtoad as one that had noughe to ſay. 
then asked chi people there preſent, ut they did not generally deſire 
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to hear ſomething from him, touching his F-ith in ſome of the main 
principles of Religion. To which many. of i hem faid it was their defire. 

Whereupon I intreated Nayler to ar{v:1 plainly to a few queſti- 
ons which 1 deltred to propound t6 him. 

The fiſt Queſtion I prropounted was whether he believed the Holy 
Scripture to be the very Woid « | Goc, 

To this he antwered, theie was no word but Chriſt, which he would 
have proved Out Of fobz 1, ts In the beginning was the Word, 


Ec. 

I told him we did not deny Jeſus Chtiſt to be the Word, but did be- 
lieve him to be the Eſſential Word of his Father. 1 further told him 
(according to that diſtinction of the Word.into Verbum Dems, & Ver- 
bam Dei | That the Word was twofold, The Word, chat is God, which 
« 7eſus (briſt, and the ord of God, which « the Holy Scripture. Then 
alcering ctie former queſtion a lirtle, I asked him whether he did be- 
lieve the Holy Scriprure co be the written Word of God. 

To which, after many words to no purpoſe, being preſſed to anſwer 
poſitively, he {aid. It is got the Word'of God, there is no written 
Word. 

Tie next queſtion, I asked him was, Whether he that ſpeaks or 
tea-hes that which is direAly contrary to the DuAtrine of che Holy 
Sctipture, is to be jovkt upon as ore ſpeaking from the immediate in- 
ſpiration of the Spirit, though te pretend to Co fo. 

Tothis he replied. The Wo: d and the Spirit ave one; 

What {aid 1,do you naderſt ind by che Word, whenyon ſay the Word 
and the Spirit ave one He ſaid, by the Ford, he meant Chri,?.1rold him 
we did believe Chriſt and che Holy Spirit to be one God, and that if 
thac was the matter of h:s anſwer, That Chriſt and che Holy Spirit are 
one, it was impertinent to my queſtion, 

I then put the caſe touching my {elf thus, JfT (aid TI) fhould pre- 
tend co pre «ch from the inumediace aſſiſtance of the Spirir, and preach 
that which is repngnant to the Holy Scrip:ure, whether would your 
{elf believe that rhe Spirit of God ipake by me «r nc 2? 

To this he an{wered as before, I lay ( (aith he ) The Spirit and the 
Word are one. 

Ituld him, he did not anſwer like a rational man, and preſſing him 
toanſwer plainly, and not ſo cloudily and dark(s as he did indeavorr 
to do: that thoſe were Auditors could not 1nderſtind what he me ao), 
divers of hi:. followers that were there preten:, ſaid altogether alomot 


the devil ſpoke in me, the Serpent ſpoke in ine, , 
3 tol 
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I told them that was » pare Language that became x Quaker better 
then a Chriſtian. 

His Diſciples there preſent deſired he ſhould propound ſome que- 
ſtionro my ſelf. Itold them upon that condition he would anſwer 
me plainly ro (ome queſtions I further deſired co put to him 
1 would anſwer him to any Queſtion of his as plainely as | 
cculd, 

He then asked me how I could prove my ſelf co be a Miniſter of Je- 
ſus Chriſt, 

I told him that4 had beencalled and ordained to the work of the 


| faith,tothis Miniſtery, by the laying on of the hands of the Presbytery, and that 
Lueſtion, theLord had been pleaſed mercifully to furniſh me with ſome(though 
he could get yery mean ) abilities for the diſcharge of that work, and that it had 
no anſwer. been my endeavour to preach the Golpel ſincerely, and that I deſired, 


and as farre as the Lord aſſiſted, laboured to walke as became that 
DoRrine, 

He told me I did not live as became a Miniſter of Chriſt," 

I asked him wherein he could accuſe me. 

He ſaid I preached for uire, and ſuffered my (elf to be called Maſter; 
contrary to the command of Chriſt, 

To thefirſt I replied, that for the terms hire, or wages,they were 
uſed in Scripture, that our Saviour ſpeaking of choſe that labour in 
the Goſpel, ſaith, The workeman &s worthy of hs bisre : And that the 
Apoſtle ſcrupled not to ſay he received wages. Accordingly I told 
him I tooke' hire, or received wages for Preaching of the Goſpell, 
_ did not preach for it, did not make chat the end of my Mi- 
niſtery. 

And for being called Maſter, 1 told him that I was not ambitious 
of that Title. That my name was T. H. and that ic would pleaſe me 
very well tobe called by £'12t name. I 8aid further, when our Saviour 
faith, Adatth. 23-and 10. Be not ye called Maſters ; he doth not 
ſimply forbid them to beſo called no more, then in the foregoing 
verſe he forbids children to call an earthly Parent Facher : but chat he 
there forbids ſuch proud and ambitious affeRation of Titles of reſpeR 
as waSin the Scribes and Phariſees. 

Away, Away, ſaith Nayler with your Expoſitions of Scripture. The 
Scripture is not to be expounded, and God will adde to ſuch as Ex- 
pound them, al! the plagues written in that Book. 

I replyed, that the Apoſtles knew the meaning of this Precept of Je- 
ſus Chriſt, and were obedient unto it, and yet ſuffered a Title ſuperior 
to 
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- tothat of Miſter tobe given, tothem, Jobs 13. 21. and es 16; 


30.and that they reproved not them that (o called them, which they 
would have done, if it had been unlawful for them to have been called 
Maſter, and that ob 20, 15. Mary Magdalen called our Saviour 
Sir, ſuppoſing him to have been the Gardiner, [ The Greek word tranſla- 


ted Sir, is xupios and doth properly fignifie Lord, and is as Linguiſts 
know, a Title of greater reſpe@ then xaIy»T1s. the term uſed, Mat- 


thew 23.10, 

The next queſtion I 25ked him was not as he-ſaith, Whether Chriſt 
Was aſcended into Heaven as Man, ( that was in another place about 
5-dayes after) which yer ſome of their ſpeakers have denied and ar- 
gued againſt : ) but whether he did believe 7e/#s Chriſt tobe trne God 
and true Man allo in one Perſon, And firſt (aid I, whether doſt thou 
believe Je/us Chriſt to be true God ? 

The queſtion I asked, becauſe I bad heard that ſome of them had 
affirmed that Chriſt was no more then another man, 

In ſteed of replying to this queſtion, he ſtood like a man aſtoniſhe, 
and ſaid nothing at all, 

I'defired himto anſwer, telling him he need not be affraid or aſha- 
med toconfeſle Chriſt before men : and that if he ſhould defire my* 
ſelf to tell. him my Faith concerning 7eſ#s Chrift my Saviowr, I would 
doe it with all chearefulneſſe, yea though in the preſence of his pro- 
feſſed enemies. | 

He there faintly bad me Anſwer the Queſtion he had | to 
me. Itold him I had done ſo, but that we might not loſe time, I deſi- 
red him not to trifle, but to anſwer in five words, and plainly. His ſpirit 
here it ſeemes began to move him, and while we thought he had been 
about to ſhape ſome Anſwer to the foreſaid Queſtion, he ſlipt into one 
of their ſpeakings, exhorting the people to look only to the light, and - 
to Chriſt within them, and not to look forth , telling them they had no 
need of any teacher without , with other ſuch ſtuffe: When he had 
proceeded a little while, I interrupted him, and told him that we came 
not thither to heare a Seducer , and ſach a one we took him'to be,and 
that we are-commanded in the Holy Scripture to beware of falſe 
Prophets, .and to avoid them that are known to be ſuch. Then urg- 
ing him again for the cleering of him ſelf, to let us hear what was his 
faith concerning Chriſt, and firſt for that particular above mentioned, 
concerning Chrift his deity,he utterly refuſed. 


When we ſaw we could not ger a word more from him, we quietly 
departed 
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_ and lefc him in the field, with as many as pleaſed to ſtay with 
im. 

The Quakers relation faith th- people c:yed our ſaying, let us heare 
him , &c. a noro- ous untruth, -chac any did ſpeak ſuch a word there 
mentioned, tave 1o;e of their own tactivn that did defire he might go 
on in {1s Speech. 

Their relaror ſaith alſo , there could be no peace , that ſome kept 
cloſe about Nailer, ro xeep him irom the violence of ſome th.t came a- 
long with the Prietts, bur chey raged fo, that he aad ſome other friends 
received {tripes. 

Reader, belceve them not , their words are as light as wind and va- 
nity. All that had the colour of ary affront offered to Nailer was on- 
ly this, and that, a good while after we were once away. A young 
man in Orton Pariſh as Nailer was going down the hill ſer his ſtaffe or 
foot before him. I-doe not now remember weli whether, and cauſed 
him to ſtumble, but he fell not; for which AR this poor man was In- 
dicted at the Seſſions , and fined 20.s. ſo ready were the Juſtices to 
appeare againſt any that offered the leaſt ſhaddow of violence 9 
them. 

Alittle after the Author of thar lying relation ſ.ith. That the raging 
Sodomites waited about the Door to do miſchief and kept ſhouting a 
bour the houſe, &c, 

InGquiring of this particular ſince, ſome of the Townſmen told me, 
that it is crue ; there were ſome little Boyes and Girles that made 
ſom«© noiſe about the houſe while Nay/er was ſpeaking. Theſe were 
his raging Sodemites: Upon theſe they alſo bend the bow of their 
tongue, and ſpend theſe words of Gall.

| Bow eir Relator ſaith the Prieſts miſſed of their purpoſe at Orton. ] He 

intimates we had purpoſes of violence againſt Nayler, when we 

met him at 9rt-z a little before : Burt the ſearcher of hearts knows that 

we:1ever intended no more violence to him, then to our ſelves, and 

they know alſo-as well as we, that we offered none. 

Theerd why any of us defired co ſreak with him was this. Having 

beard mach of his ſequRions oi great numbers 6: people on the _ 
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ice of the Countrey to their wick-d way, and knowing he h:4 no 0- 
thererrand among us, buc to intect the people v our ſeveral NgLe- 
Sations with their infernal doArrines 1n ! ty periwade them to deſert 
the preacking of the Word, and all cheir Ordinances of Chriit, and 
ro render not onely our *-lves, but the very calling of the Maſtery 
baceiul tothem ; We . berefore thought it fit to po to him, and have 
ſome diſcourſe with bir about ſome tundamental points of Religion 

that if we found him to be erroneous in theſe Principles, we might ex- 
hert the people of our reſpeRive Congregations to beware of ſuch 
falſe Prophets, though they came to them in ſheeps clothing. And 
therein we did nothing but what we tooke our ſelves obliged to do in 
duty to God whom we ſerve in the Goſpel of his Son, and the ſouls 
of the people related to us. Should we being ſhepheards and overleers 
of the flock, ſtand ſtill, look on, and be ſilent, or flie when the Wolfe 
comes and labours to devour? Should we not rather warn all men un- 
der our charge if it were poſſible day and night with tears ro beware 
of ſuch impuſtors as are riſen up among us, teaching ſuch Errours as 
have overthrown the ſeeming faith of many, and ſpeaking peryerſe 

things tocriw [iſciples after them? 

Their relation ſaith further, the next Lords Day after,we prepared 
our Sermons ſuitable to what we intended. 

We intended with che aſſiſtance of God to do our endeavour, (1nd 
fill while we have a mouth to ſpeak ) to help thoſe to whom we 
preach the Goſpel, as far as in us lay, free trom the contagion of the 
Luakers Errours : and to this our intention, ſome of us did then 
ſuit our Sermons. And bleſſed be Got] that hath given to any of us 
ſome, though weak abilitie to ſuit our Sermons to the preſent occaſi- 
ons. Solomon tels us, how pleaſant and profitable a word ſpoken in ſea- 
ſon is, Prov.25-11, 

Their Relation ſa:th further, that we ſaid the Parliament had 0- 
pened a gap for blaſphemy. |] 

I do not believe thele worys were ever {poken by any of us. There 
is one Mr. Dodſon, a Miniſter of Raſſendale, I xm periwaded an honeſt 
Godly man, that is accuſed to have uttered theſe words on the 24, 
of Ottober, by two of Naylers Profelyres: buc the moſt j.:dicious 
knowing hearers of that Congregacion then preſent, deny to then beſt 
remembrance that ever any ſuch words were there 15 1Ken And where- 
24S rhis Relator affirms them to be !pokrn rhe 5 of December, he might 
have remembred that true ſaying, ef lier had nerd of 4 good me» 
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The following part of the Relation is a meer heap of lies, as that 
any of us ſaid,they did God good ſervice that would knock him down, 
is a wicked malitious lie. That we ſtird up the ruder fort of people, is 
another. That - og us ſolicited Mr, B#rtoxto cometo Mallerſtang 
is another uncruch, That the Prieſts ſon got him to come, is another 
falſicy. It is well known to thoſe to whom he is known, that he nci« 
ther hath, nor ever had ſon or daughter. 

That Mr. Burto» had been in aRual arms againſt the Parliament, is 
another revengeful ly; and an imputation of unfaichfuineſſe to thuſe 
Gentlemen that were of the Committee for ſequeſtration. 

That the mulcicude was armed, is another horrid faltity,or that any 
was armed, fave that 2 Gentlemen there had their (words with them, 
which is not unuſual with them when they'go abread, iand 1 Country 
man. And if he brought his (word thither upon that occaſion, as not 
ufing to wear one, it was rather for fear of the ,2Zxahkers, then to of- 
fend them. 

That any threatned to knock out his brains againſt the wall, co pull 
down the kouſe, that the Prieſts ruſhed in violently and cooke him by 
the throat and baled bim out of door;That there M. Pxrton ſtrook off 
his hat with a pitch-fork, or any body elſe, or that any violence was 
done to him any where, are ſuch notorious falſehoods, as I think the 
Father of Jies himſelf would be aſhamed to forge, ſeeing there are lo 
many ſorts of people that can bear witnefle agairiſt them, There was 
no Miniſter there but my ſelf, and if Nay/er, or any of his lying fo!- 
lowers can ſay that I was guilty of the leaſt incivility cowards him, ei» 
ther in word or action, let them not ſpare tocharge me with it before 
any authority, I ſhal) dare the whole Generation of them to doe it : 
What was done there was not done ina corner, but before many wit» 
neſſes, by whom the Truth may eaſily be made to appear. 

Reader, 1 will not detain thee with reckoning up all the falſities con» 
tained in this Relation, onely in gexeral, I beſeech every man fearing 
God that ſhall reade theſe lines, to believe, that there was no one of thoſe 
abuſes offered to Nayler, that are there ſpoken cf in our ſight or hearing 
that were there preſent.

ton 


 ners, and that for himſelf, he did nor deſire the reſpe& of putcing = 
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ſtion ſor another,and Ithiuk to his own convition, ſeeing his Rela- 
tion neither mentions thoſe queſtions he propounded, nor my Anſwers 
to them, Iam ſure his mouth was ſtopt chen, he had nothing to gain- 
ſay. 

For that particular whic!, he charges me with, that I ſaid, Chri## 
was in heaven with a carnal body, I ſhall reply to it by and by inmy 
relation of the Examination of Nay/er, at the Seſſions at Appleby. 

And where he ſaich, his Commitment was ſor Thou-ing Maſter 

Burtos, and refuſing to put off his hat co him;it is moſt untrue: 
though his pride and contempt of Authoritie did thereby ſufficiently 
appear. 
M.ZB#rton, as all other inhabitants of theſe parts, had heard much of 
the blaſphemies of theſe wicked (peakers, Fox and Nayler, oc, Of the 
ſeeds of hereſies they bad ſowne, the damnable doQrines they had 
broached, the diſtraRtions and diſturbances they had cauſed in Towns 
and families in other parts of the Country, 2nd of the great number 
of people they had perverted, and lookt upon it (as I have heard him 
ſay as neceſſary to give ſome check to the proceedings of theſe men, 
for the preſervation of the publicke peace, This he thoughe to have 
done onely by binding Nailer over to the Seſſions, where he hoped 
ſome order might be made forthe bridling of the growing inſolencies 
and impieties of this turbulent ſe. But Nayler, refufing co yield obe- 
dience to theLaw in giving ſecurity for his apperance at the next quare 
ter Seſſions, which were then nigh, occaſioned Mr, Zrron to write 2 
Mittimmns, and (end him to Appleby to continue in the Goals cuſtody, 
till che Seſſions ſhould be. 

For Hogils buſineſſe, there were three or foure of their ſpeakers or 
praters rather, in the Market place, all of them ſpeaking together, 
more like mad men then Miniſters of Chriſt, or ſober teachers of the 
Goſpel, and virulently railing againſt choſe that were ſo indeed; and 
this Hogill amongſt them : who athrmed for his part, that all the Mi- 
niſtersin Eng/and that preach in ſteeple bouſes were lyars againſt Je- 
ſus Chriſt. M. Bxrtox being then in the Town, ſent for him to re- 
prove him for this language. When he came in, he behaved himſelf 
very contemptuouſly,& his words were very ſtubborn & peremptory. 
Some preſent told him M, Burton was a Magiſtrate, and it was meet he 
ſhould ſhew him art leaſt ſome civil reſpeR, as that of putting off the 
hat. Hogzl/ denied to do it. M. Barton told him ina friendly manner, 
how far they were degenerated from all Civility and common man. 
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| the hat from him, or any man, (though he knew that ſuch behaviour 


was due cowards a M:giſtrate, as might ſhew ſome reverence and re- 
ſpe&co him, but cid much wonder, they were fo (uperſttiouſly (cru- 
pulougof it, as if it were ſome preat (in, Hey repiyged, God had nor 
commanded him to put off lus hat, an4that he did not owe him that 
reſpeR, nor would he give it to him, Whereupon one that ſtun by 
took it off and layd it upon the end of the Table by him, Hogi/ took 
his bat and putit on again. Another ſtinding by him took it off a+ 
gain, aud laid it infhe fire within his zeach, He refuſing to ſave his hat 
himſelf, one that ſtood by preſently took it off the fire, before it had 
received any hurt, and gave «ro him,and he wore it according to his 
own mind. Among other peremptory expreſſions he uſed ro Maſter 
Barton, this was one. The Law (faith he) thou afeſt by is tyranny 
and oppreſſion. For this and other wicked ſpeeches, M. Bxrton deſired 
him to find bail among his friends{ many of whom were then in the 
town)for his appearing at the Seſſions then not far off, which when he 
utterly refuſed to do, he made him a companion to X ayer. 

Where the R<elator ſaith, There were 3 large Petitions prepared, 
ſtufc with moſt filthy untruths and ſlanders, raiſed out of the boctom- 
leſs pir;The Reader may know,that there were indeed 2Petitions then 
preſented to the Juſtices,one of which came from the town of Kendal, 
the other from ſome other parts of the Countrie. Nor will che ſubſcri- 
bers beaſhamed to owne them, bring able co make every particular 
good with advantage. 

Bur Idoubt I have already cxaAed upon the Patience of my Rea- 
der, and am even weary of raking in this Refation, wherein untruths 
ly as thick as worms in old dunghils. But I am not curious to obſerve 
all the material Errataes in it. 

The Reader may be affured of this, that if they had had any thing 
whereof they could have juſtly accuſed us, we ſhould have heard of it

on both the Magiſtracy and Miniſtry inthis Connty of Weſtmerland, 
that have any way appeared againſt the wickedneſs of that man and his 
Fation, and to render them contemptible in the eyes of the people of this 
Nation ; and thoſe that fear God in it, that are ftraugers to that buſin-[x, 
if it Were poſſible. Thus they give their months toewil, and their tonrues 
frame deceit, againft them that never merited it at ; veir hands or pens, 
aud deſired nought to them but good.

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The Miniſter of X5r4y- Srephen being preſent, roſe up and ſaid thus; 
{ confets Liaid Chriſt was in Heaven with a Carnal Body,I was willing 
toowna Ira hchough in courſe Language, I look upon it as an un- 
meet Exoreſlivn, and ſhould not have uied it, had 1 not bin drawn to 
ir upon this occaſion ; D.iicourfing with Nayler at AMallerſtang about 
the Reality of Chriſts kumane Nature, 1 asked him # herther he did be- 
leive that feſws Chriſt now Glorified in Heaven, was a true real Man 
as Well as true God. When according to bs manner he laboured to [peak 
as ambiguouſly as he could, and Wwonld plainly affirm or denie nothing. 
Urging him with the ſame queſtion again, with [ome little alteration , 1 
asked him, #hether he did believe that Feſws Chriſt was now in Heaven 
in a bedy of fleſh? to which when [ preſſed him to anſwer plainly: Thomas 
Aray, one 0: Naylers companions, jaid tome thus : Doſt thox imagine 
that the body of Chriſt in Heaven is a Carnal body*To which I anſwered 
preſently thinking they had undeiſtood Engii/b language : Thomas,

Coll. Briggs then asked bim further, if be did not write a letter to one 
3» Lancaſhire, wherein he told bim , that if ke hoped to be ſaved by that 
{ brit that died at Jeruſalcmhe would be deceived: Such a letter Nayler 
did write go one Henry Holme containing theſe wicthed words init : ind 
when he was taxed jor them thowgh he conld not deny it, yet he wowld not 
at fir confeſs them, till Coll. Briggs 4. kr him if he Wonld deny his oWvn 
hand; To which he replied no, if he might ſee it. Coll. Briggs told bim be 
theught he conld procure the letter : Nayler deſired it might be kept as a 
witneſs againit him Coll. Briggs as hed him, what was hu reaſon to uſe 
ſuch a curſed txpreſſion? 

Nayler to ſeajon it, had this grain of ſalt in readine's, (an ill (hift is 
berter then none.) If, ſaith he, Icannot witnels Chriſt nearer theo 7e- 
falems, 1 ſhall have no benefir by him, buc I own noother Chriſt but 
that who witneſſed :a good confeflion before Pontines Pilate, which 
Chriſt I witneſſe (uffering in me now.

Expecially their groſs diſturbance of whole Congregations in time of pub- 
lick wor ſhip: and becauſe it may be ſome ſaticfaftion to the Reader 4 all 
bere adjoyn the true Copy of ſome of them which 1 have by me.

Yet fo it ts that in this County, ſeveral perſons, Proſelites of one George 
Fox. and ]ames Nayler, do in the times of 0% »Aſſemblier ordinarily in 
a way of contempt and/co) n come in amongit ut with their hats on at 
time of Prayer or Singing, uſe in our Congregations ſome of them vis

ing uſually in Markets, with ſuch great numbers together, and ſcarce 
paſſing by any not of their judgement without abuſive words, that it can« 
not but ſhew 11 as no ſmall 5ymptomes of bad deſignes, ſo no ſmall reaſou 
ro ; roviae for our ſecurity. 

T hat it ts their great Deſigne to ſtir np the ſpirits of people againit the 
CAniſtery of England in general withont diſtinftion, ſetting [uch, and 
ſending abroad daily libels and ſlanders againſt the Office, as needle ſſe,and 
them, as, or nnder the names of «/intichrifts, eAntichriſts Merchantr, 
T ithemongers, robbers deceivers, Miniſters of the world, Prieſts, murde- 
rers, (onjurers, Divels, and attempting to make Proclamations in the 
open Markets to the ſaid effett. 

T hat their main drift is to ingage the people againſt the Miniftery by 
reaſon of T uthes, crying ont with open clamors againſt Tithes as nnlaW« 
full, Antichriitian, to the neceſſary overturning of the Lawes to that pur- 
poſe, bringing an Odium upon the Government, ana tending to itir up 
Sedition ix the people, to withdraw their ane obedjence from the Lawes 
and Government of England.

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When this laſt Petition wasread, Mr. {ale was called for and exa- 
mined what diſturbances he had received, or could wicneſſe, Hetvld 
the Juſtices. he came thicher to beg the States ProteRion, and nor ro 
endeavour the prejudice of any mans per{on, and that the Petitioners 
did challenge proteRtion as their Native right and purchaſed Cue, and 
25 what he knew, was the mind cf the Parliament : and that he de- 
fired no more tor himielfe in this reſpet, then he did for tho(e of 
differing judgements, onely craved that we in our teverall Cungre ga» 
tions, might worſhip God wichour diſturbance and affronts, 

Ic is known to the whole Bench and preſenc Multicude,thac he per. 
ſwaded wich the Juſtices, that he mighe not inſtance in any 01 chete 
pz riicular publicke diſturbances, by naming the perſons, till ckey had 
promiſed to pardon what was paſt ; which was done. Upon which 
Maſter Coale inſtanced in feverall men and women, whoſe uncivil, uns

Bue 
knowing again how Errour may ſtrengthen it ſelfe, ard ger a party 
by lying reports, and the Cauſe of God contratan Odium by wit- 
repreſentations, and Religion ſometimes (uffer through (lence, eſpe- 
cially when Satan labours co ſpeake io like the Language of a com- 
plaining Saint, and Truth ic ſelfe is uncer picjudice and diſadvan« 
tage, we were moved in Spirit, to ſpeake what we have beard and 
Know, and co teſtifie what we can witneſſe, though the world ſhould 
not receive it. 

That Myſtery of Iniquity which doth ſo Energeticaly work againſt 
the Goſpell in this Nation, and that defigne of Satan which now 
appears with open face in Multitudes of his Agents, to overcurne 
the Miniſtery of the New Teſtament, and roote out the Soule and 
Life oi Chriſtianity from among us, the deſpiſed Servants of the 
Lord intheſe parts are hopefully encouraged, that the Lord will 
ere long cruſh to pieces, and make it as the untimely Fruite of Sum- 
mer, and as the praſse upon the Houſe top, of which the Mower 
=_ not his hand, nor hee that bindech Sheaves, bis bo- 
ome. 

Yea, we ſec already ſome probable Symptomes of Death upon 
theſe N:w born Principles, and the markes of Vengeance from Hea- 
ven upon them, The hollowneſle, and unholyneſle of their fanaticke 
Notions, which as blazing Starres doe dazle the weaker, or de= 
light the mote wanton eyes of many. The fruic of our Prayers 
inthe returning of ſome who were eſteemed Godly ; The Diviſt 
ons of thereſt ; Their viſible palpable Atheiſme, And the Lords E> 
minent leaving of them both, living and dying in either the moſt de- 
ſpairing, or moſt bruitiſh Condition ever heard of ; which though 
ſad as to their perſons, yet wee cannot but looke upon them , 
as Signall Teſtimonies of G O D, againſt their Hereſies and Im- 
pierties. 

O that M:n would receive the Truth of God in the Love there- 


of, thac thoſe Glorious Beams of the Eternall Word might m_ 
| ene 
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the aFeAions of all that know them : Leaſt otherwiſe ( as is the ſad 
condition of this poore Countty ) the Lord doe in his juſt Judge- 
ment, ſcnd them ſome ſtrong Ocluſions to believe a Lye ; and 
plunge their Soules from their Imaginary higheſt Eicvation of Spi- 
ricual] Knowledze , into the loweſt depth of Atheiſticall Heathe- 
niſk or Popiſh darkeneſſe. In this Payer I hope, good Reader, we 
ſhall have the Communion of your Spirit, and the joynt com- 
paſſion of your Soules for a miſguided Generation, 
The Lord inable us , to contribute what 
ſtrength wee have for the 
Goſpels Intereſt,
